TOOK THEM BY SURPRISE. 


Governor Carr Sends Nominations to 
the North Carolina Senate. 
Raleigh, N. C., March 13.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon the governor sent the following 
message to the senate: “I have the honor 
to transmit for your approval and consid- 
eration the appointment of Thomas D., 
Jones, of Buncombe, as judge of the crim- 
inal court circuit, composed of Buncombe, 
Madison, Haywood and Henderson counties, 
created by act ratified March 12th; and 
Oliver P. Meares, of New Hanover, as 
judge of the circuit criminal court, com- 
posed of Craven, New Hanover, Mecklen- 
burg, Vance, Warren, Robeson, Edgecomb 
and Halifax counties, created by act rati- 

fied March 12th.’’ 

This message was a bombshell among 
the fusionists. 

Governor Carr bases his action upon the 
constitutional provision that, while the 
legislature may create criminal courts, he 
alone can nominate or appoint judges 
thereof. The senate took up the message 
in executive session. Only seventeen out 
of fifty senators. were present. The point 
of no quorum was made, and the matter 
Was postponed until tonight. Only one 
democrat was present. He voted to con- 
firm, while the sixteen fusionists opposed. 
The senate confirmed the nomination of 
Benjamin R. Lacy as labor commissioner. 
Attempt was made by the fusionists, 
Strange to say, to abolish or grab this 
office. 

Today’s work for democracy was the 
greatest during the entire session. The 
fusionists were completely rattled. Speak- 
er Walser said he was astonished that 
the legislature’s right to elect Edward and 
Cook, as judges of the above courts, had 
not been looked into before anything was 
done. 


THE “DOUGLASS” LEGISLATURE. 


The Name Given to the Last Session 
of the North Carolina Legislature. 
Raleigh, N. C., March 13.—The fusion leg- 

islature came to an end tonight at il 
o'clock. Very little business has been 
transacted since last night’s high handed 
proceedings, as many members left for 
their homes this morning, and a quorum 
could not be obtained. 

Several important bills which the fusion- 
ists intended passing, failed on this ac- 
count. Notably among those which could 
not be passed for the lack of a quorum 
were the bills providing for the putting 
of the penitentiary, the North Carolina> 
railroad and the Atlantic and North Caro- 
lina railroad under the control of republi- 
can and populist directors. 

The election of a populist’ state Nbrarian 
in place of the democratic incumbent, fail- 
ed for the same reason. 

The session has been a stormy one and 
will be memorable for many reasons. It is 
already known all ovef the state as the 
“Douglass legislature,’’ and there is gen- 
eral rejoicing here that it has adjourned.

MANY JOBS IN IT. 


The Indications Are That Tennessee 
Was to Be Robbed. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 13.—(Special.)— 
The penitentiary committee heard only 
three witnesses today. The most interest- 
ing testimony was by Representative King, 
who said he was satisfied that the specifica- 
tions wer@ioaded, as they called for quar- 
tered oak walks in front of cejis, affording a 
chance to make $40,000. They also called 
for copper knees under the roofing, when 
ordinary wire could be used and fully $20,000 
saved by the contractors. He also told of 
information he had réceived at Knoxville 
to the effect that John Houk was to have 
peen paid $7,500 for delaying Commissioner. 
Young, who is his father-in-law, and caus- 
ing him to miss the train the day before 
the bids were to have been opened, the pre- 
sumption being that ‘the parties alleged to 
have agreed to pay Rouk would have had 
some advantage through Young’s absence. 
Commissione? McDowell later stated to 
the committee that the bids were not open- 
ed on the day originally set, because of 
‘Judge Young’s absence, he having tele- 
graphed that he had missed the train. The 
bids were opened the next day when Judge 
Young was present. The committee will 
hear Judge Young tomorrow. The commit- 
tee’s sessions are secret. 


The South Atlantic Fleet. 

Washington, March 13.—Secretary Her- 
bert received a telegram this morning from 
Admiral Meade, reporting that the south 
Atlantic fleet had sailed for La Guayra, 
Venezuela, The itinerary of the fleet called 
for Curacea, Dutch West Indies, seventy- 
five miles from the coast of Venezuela, as 
the next stopping place, but, in view of 
the threatening situation in Venezuela and 
Colombia, it was deemed best to proceed 
directly to South America. No additional 
information as to conditions in these two 
countries has been received by the state or 
navy departments. 


Professor of Chemistry. 

Columbia, 8. C., March 13.—(Special.)—It 
is semi-officially announced that Silas J. 
Duffie, of this city, has been elected to 
the chair of chemistry in the University of 
the South, at Sewanee, Tenn., and will as- 
sume the duties of the position on April 
1st.

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'POLIGE TAKE IT BASY| 


They Ave on Duty, but Make No. Arrests 
for Rioting. 


NEW ORLEANS HAS A QUIETER DAY 


The Exchanges Denounce the Shoot- 
ing Which Occurred on Tuesday. 


SCREWMEN DEFEND THEIR ACTIONS 


They State That the Mob Was Composed 


of Sympathizsers— The Cause of 
the Trouble Reviewed. 


New Orleans, March 13,—The levee today 
presented somewhat of a holiday appear- 
ance, There were few men at work and 
everything was quiet, and one would not 
be reminded of the turbulent events of the 
past few days were it not for the large 
number of police who have paraded the 
river front. 

These were seen in all sorts of occupa- 
tions, Some were whitling sticks of wood 
with their knives,others reading the newspa- 
pers and several were taking a quiet doze 
in obseure corners, Apparently they ‘were 
tired of levee duty and longed for the time 
when they will be able to return to their 
old districts, although where they are now 
nvihing more is required of them than to 
show their brass buttons and blue suits. 

A striking feature on the levee today 
was the almost entire absence of negroes, 
and except for those who are members of 
the Screwmen’s Union, not one could be 
seen. It was said in a jesting way by sev- 
eral screwmen that ‘a nigger wouldn’t 
work on the wharf todav for $40 a day,” 
and it would seem such an opinion was not 
an erroneous one, as not a single negro 
appeared this morning at any of the ves- 
sels to begin work, The militia companies 
were not placed on duty on the levee this 
morning as it was at first proposed, They 
are all on duty, however, at their respec- 
tive armories ready to respond to any 
calls at a moment’s notice. Every one is 
anxious to know haw the trouble will ter- 
minate, Many would have the militia call- 
ed out so that the work on the levee may 
be resumed with negroes, while just as 
many Wish matters to continue as now 
until the white screwmen are given the 
work, a 

The Governor Won't Talk. 

The governor is not disposed to discuss 
the policy that would be followed by the 
state government in quieting the violent 
thobsy which have so thoroughly terrorized 
the colored laborers on the levee. He does 
not think this.the proper time for him. to 
talk on the subject, although he said that 
it ‘was always a pleasure for him to give 
representatives of the press all the news 
that he conld, 

Relative to the rumor current. that 
federal interfererce would be called 
for by the governor to assist in quieting the 
belligerent law breakers, he stated most 
emphatically that he had never for a mo- 
ment considered such a proposition and 
that under no circumstances would he call 
upon the national guard, as the state was 
sufficient and able to protect the property 


The governor could not be got to say 
anything in a detailed way of the situation 
except that peace and the normal condi- 
tions of business interests would be restor- 
ed at any cost or hazard, 

An Address to the Citzens. 

At a meeting of the council of commercial 

bodies last night the following address was 


adopted: 

“To the People of New Orleans—Acts of 
lawless violence that have been witnessed 
on the levee front during the past forty- 
eight hours, right on the heels of events 
covering many months,which have seriously 
injured the fair name of this city through- 
out the world, call for expressions on the 
part of the merchants of New Orleans. We 
have patiently stood interference from or- 
ganized labor which has cost us and the 
city and state many hundred thousands of 
dollars. With our pusiness drifting from 
us because of want of confidence elsewhere 
born of labor troubles and interruptions, we 
have quietly stood by, hoping against hope 
that we could, by moral suasion and fair 
offers, bring about a peaceful and amicable 
solution. 

“Every effort in this direction has failed, 
and we find that, mistaking our forbearance 
for fear, an armed mob has taken posses- 
sion of our wharves and landings deter- 
mined to uphold a minority who insist that 
the merchants of New Orleans shall entrust 
the conduct of their business to them. It 
is not a question of wages or compensation, 
but simply and solely one of whether the 
merchants of New Orleans shall conduct 
their own business in their own way, or 
whether they shall be dictated to by a 
handful of employes. We say handful, as 
the men who insist on dominating our busi- 
ness methods are 2,000 of about 50,000 male 
adults of this city, 2,000 who have and do 
insist that the means of ‘subsistence of 
48,000 and their families shall be stopped 
unless they are allowed to dictate. 

“It is useless to enter into details. The 
facts are too well known to every man 
woman and child to need recital, The time 
has come when forbearance has ceased to 
be a virtue. We cannot longer treat men 
who, with arms in their hands, are shoot- 
ing down an inoffensive people, because 
thy will not think and act with them. For 
these reasons we say to these people that 
cost what it may, we are determined that 
the commerce of this city must and shall 
be protected; that evéry man who desires 
to perform honest labor must and shall be 
permitted to do so, regardless of race, color 
or previous condition; no man shall be 
interfered with in the pursuance of his 
daily avocation, and that we insist on the 
right of every employer to hire whom he 
may choose and have his work performed 
in such manner as he may direct. 

‘“‘We do not deny the right of workingmen 
to combine together for mutual protection 
or to stop work if they so choose, but we 
deny their right to prevent others from 
working, and we warn these men, who 
have taken the law in their own hands, 
that the conditions they have brought about 
must cease. We are willing to meet them 
amicably if they will return to peaceful 
methods and accept work, according to all 
men equal rights; if not, they must stand 
aside and let others work who wiil.”’ 


A Talk with a Screwman. 

Mr. Edward McCubbin has been appointed 
by the white screwmen as their agent to 
make contracts with ship owners or agents 
for the loading of vessels at 35 cents a bale. 
He is a practical screwman and very read- 
ly consented to talk. 

“Let me say first, before going into the 
gubject,” said Mr. McCubbin, “that the 


r 


screwmen unreservedly condemn and sin- 
cerely regret the occurfences on the levee 
front yesterday. We recognize that such 
outbreaks are hurtful to our interest and 
we have sough by every means in our 
power to restrain our men from offering 
violence to the labor employed on the ships. 
We believe that the men who were guilty 
of shooting down laborers yesterday ought 
to be brought to justice and ought to be 
punished, and we shall morally and other- 
wise support public order in all these trou- 
bles. But it is unjust to lay tht blame or 
the responsibuity on the screwmen. We 
have a large number of sympathizers whose 
passions have been inflamed by the impor- 
tation of labor from other cities and the 
outbreaks of yesterday and the day be- 
fore are attributable to the feeling that has 
thus been engendered. But the screwmen, 
as a body and as an organization, or a 
large preponderance of ecrewmen as 
individuals, strongly reprobate the violence 
on the levee front and desire to see order 
restored. - 

“The screwmen have offered to load ships 
at this port for 35 cents. The public is 
aware of that fact. When the cotton ex- 
change and commercial bodies appealed to 
us to do something toward effecting a set- 
tlement of the strike we conferred with the 
Stevedores, in some cases men whom we 
have helped up from our own ranks, and 
who are now in an independent position, 
with a view to perfecting some plan where- 
by all further trouble would be prevented. 
We were told by one of the stevedores that 
if we should send our committee to his 
hovse he would dictate the terms under 
which we should go back to work. So con- 
temptuous a reply to our offer in the inter- 
est of peace we resented, and then we de- 
termined that we would enter’ the 
field against the stevedores as rivals 
for the business of loading vessels at this 
port, and we made our offer direct to the 
steamship agents. It has been repeatedly 
charged in the public prints, by commercial 
bodies and by ship agents, that the heavy 
charges at this port were driving com- 
merce away, and that the screwmen were 
largely responsible for hese excessive 
charges. Being convinced to the contrary, 
our proposition was made to the ship own- 
ers in contemplation of doing away with 
the middle man, the stevedore, to a certain 
extent, Knowing, as we did, that the sala- 
ries of stevedores helped to make the 
charges excessive. Since that proposition 
was made we have loaded ships and made 
some contracts, but we have found a Very 
stubborn resistance to our plan in the ship 
agents, who have insisted on the employ- 
ment of stevedores.”’ 

Fighting the Stevedores. 

‘And what is the reason for that?” 

“Simply that the stevedores pay a re- 
bate to ship agents which the agents would 
not enjoy if they were to accept our propo- 
Sition.’’ 

“It is currently reported on the streets 
that ship agents have been willing to give 
work to the white screwmen, but the white 
screwmen declined to consent to the em- 
» ployment of stevedores.”’ 

“The proposition was made to us to take 
subcontracts from the stevedores. That 
we have emphatically declined to accede 
to, for the reason that we should be the 
losers and the stevedores the gainers, and 
the object we had in reducing our charges, 
that is, of reducing the port charges, would 
be defeated. Under such a plan the steve- 


} much or pretty nearly as ynuch as they are 

now charging fcr the peat ~ance of duties 
that are a tax on the commerce of the 
city. 

“The stevedores have simply been 
business to profit by the labor ef the 
screwmen. Their work is confined chfefly 
to getting key berths for their ships. Key 
berths mean berths next the wharf, which 
have the effect of reducing the expenses of 
the stevedores somewhat in loading vessels. 
It happens frequently that a. stevedore 
is not seen one entire hour about a ship 
— he is loading. His presence is unneces- 

ry. 

“‘Would you be willing to make contracts 
with the ship agents for loading at 35 cents 
and consent to a stevedore overseeing the 
work?” 

“We should prefer not to have stevedores 
oversee our work, but we are distinctly 
willing to have the ship agents. appoint 
a representative to overgee—not to interfere 
with—our work. 

Want to PMictate to the Agénts. 


“The agents may send any expert they 
choose to superintend the work, provided 
they pay such expert service out of: their 
pockets. And when we say that we pro- 
test against stevedores, I do not mean to 
convey the impression that such objection 
is vital. We should be willing to waive 
it if we get direct contracts with the ship 
agents or ship owners or ship masters. So 
far as our work is concerned, we are pre- 
pared to give solvent bond for its faithful 
and satisfactory performance, and we are 
willing to make yearly contracts..No labor- 
ers can perform the work of loading cotton 
in a manner superior to that of the men in 
the white secrewmen’s assotiation. Since 
our proposition we have loaded, or are 
loading the Rose Alegrade, the Sif Henry 
Lawrence, the Marimar, the Akabar, the 
Geroni, the Ilos and the Heinrich. The con- 
tracts for some of these ships we made 
with the masters through Knoop, Frerichs 
& Co. Here is a certificate from the cap- 
tain of the ship Marimar, testifying to the 
character of the work: 

‘“**This is to certify that the Screwmen’s 
Benevolent Association has stowed 1,864 
bales of cotton on board the Marimar to 
my entire satisfaction.’ 

‘“‘We have similar certificates from other 
masters.’’ 

“Have you made direct propositions to 
the owners of the vessels?” 

“Yes, sir; we cabled last night to the 
leading ship owners in Shields, Liverpool 
and London, making explicit offers to do the 
work’ of cotton loading at 35 cents on 
steamship,and offering to make regular con- 
tracts, with bond for satisfactory work. 
We are hopeful of getting replies short- 
ly to our telegrams.’”’ 

“Why have- you made so large a cut in 
your rates?” . 

*“‘Because we did not want to have to 
make a second cut. When we made the cut 
we realized that we were going into a bit- 
ter fight, because of the stevedores’ oppo- 
sition, and we determined to make our rate 
so low that it could not be met.” 

‘‘Amd is there a profit in it?’ 

“At 35 cents, doing the work ourselves, 
We can pay our men between $5 and $6 a 
day, have a surplus for the replacing of 
broken tools, take care of our sick, our 
widows and orphans and besides declare 
dividends.”’ . 

“How many men are there in the white 
organization?” 

“In round figures a thousand.” 

“And are they sufficient to do the work?’ 

‘Yes, by proper distribution of the men, 
which is net done now under the stevedores. 
It frequently happens that there are men 
getting in each other’s way now on some 
ships and not enough to do the work on 
others. We should avoid all such hindrances 
to rapid work. And besides that, we should 
be willing to work days in seasons when 
there is a rush without any, exéra charge to 
the ship agetits, our contracts standing at 
35 cents. It is not our purpose in this to 
shut out negro labor. There are a consider- 
able number of skilled negro screwmen, 
and in carrying out our contracts we should 
employ them. But we will not undertake to 
employ men incompetent to do the work. 
We beliéve that when these facts are prop- 
erly placed before the ship owners and sub- 
mitted to the public, the conclusion will be 
inevitable that our proposition affords no

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A CHANCE FOR WAR 


Uncle Sam Has Three Foreign Countries 
(o Settle With. 


GRESHAM AND UHL ARE KEPT BUSY 


Spain’s Minister Voluateers an Ex- 
planation or Reparation. 


THE KILLING OF THE ITALIANS IS BAD 


Their Country Has Not Recovered from 
the Feeling Over the Mafia Riot—Eng- 
land Has a Crow to Pick with Us. 


Washington, March 13.—The United States 
government finds itself today with the 
promise of three international complica- 
tions on its hands, all of which have de- 
veloped within the past twenty-four hours. 

No action of a positive character has yet 
been taken with reference to the reported 
firing on the American steamship Allianca 
by a Spanish war vessel. The Spanish min- 
ister, Senor Muruaga, called upon Acting 
Secretary of State Uhl this morning and 
informally gave assurance of prompt ex- 
planation and reparation if wrong had been 
done. The protest and complaint written 
by Captain Grossman, of the Allianca, to 
Secretary of State Gresham, which. was 
published in newspapers this morning, ar- 


rived in Washington by mail today and 
reached Acting Secretary Uhl at the state 


department this afternoon. After a consul- 
tation with Secretary Gresham, Mr. Uhl, 
as acting secretary, sent a telegram to 
Captain Grossman in New York, asking for 
further particulars. It is expected that Cap- 
tain Grossman will send by mail full de- 
tails. Until then nothing can be done, and 
the merits of the case are involved in the 
question as to whether the warship had the 
right to stop the Allianca in the belief. 
that she was conveying aid to the insur- 
gents, and the further question whether, 
granting the right of the Spaniard to order 
her to heave to, Captain Grossman was 
justified in imperiling his ship by not 
obeying. 

The Killing of Italians of Walsenberg, 
Col., is regarded as a most unfortunate 
sequel to the Mafia riots in 1892, which for 
a time caused the withdrawal of the Ital- 
jan minister from the United States and a 
leave of absence to our minister at Rome, 
and was only adjusted by the voluntary 
payment of a large amount of damages by 
the United States. 


ENGLAND’S CASE. 


Sir Julian Pauncefote Communicates | 


with the State Department. 


Washingtcn, March 13.—The international 
feature of the New Orleans riot through 
the shooting of Purset Bane, of the British 
steamer Engineer, has regulted in the ex- 
change of messages between Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British ambassador, and 
the state department, and of telegrams be- 
tween the state department and the gover- 
nor of Louisiana. Yesterday afternoon the 
ambassador made complaint to Acting Sec- 
retary Uhl, of the state department, that a 
British subject had been shot by rioters at 
New Orleans, and Mr. Uhl sent the follow- 
ing self-explanatory dispatch to Governor 
Foster: 

“Department of State. Washington, 
March 12, 1895.—His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, Baton Rouge, La.: The 
British ambassador represents to this de- 
partment that, according to advices from 
the British consul at New Orleans, 
there were continued disturbances along 
the wharves of that city this morning, and 
the purser of the British ship Engineer 
was shot in the head. The agent and cap- 
tain were asking for protection. The crew 
state that they are in danger of their lives. 
A meeting of consuls will be held there 
at 12 o’clock today. The ambassador de- 
sires to know the present situation and 
what measures have been and are being 
taken for the protection of life and prop- 
erty. EDWARD F. UHL, 

“Acting Secretary of State.’’ 
Governor Foster’s Answer. 

This morning Mr. Uhl received the fol- 
lowing answer from Governor Foster, which 
was probably written after midnight: 

“New Orleans, La., March 13, 189%.—The 
Hon. Edward F. Uhl, Acting Secretary of 
State, Washington, D. C.: Your dispatch 
repeated from Baton Rouge reached me 
here tonight.’ Rioting occurred along the 
wharves here this morning. On my arrival 
this evening I find everything on the sur- 
face quiet. Vigorous steps are being taken 
by the municipal and state authorities to 
prevent a recurrence of violence and to af- 
ford full protection to life, property and 
commerce. I am satisfied that the crew 
of vessels are in no danger. The purser of 
the steamship Engineer was shot while 
on the wharf during the riot, and I am not 
satisfied that his identity was known The 
grand jury are now investigating the whole 
matter. MURPHY J. FOSTER,

Protection Asked for Italians. 


The Marquis Imperali, first secretary of 
the Italian embassy, called on Acting Sec. 
retary Uhl at the state department this 
morning and presented a dispatch saying 
that four Italians had.been killed by a 
mob at Walsenburg yesterday. The marquis 
dic not file a formal complaint, but merely 
asked the federal government to take steps 
to secure the safety of other Italians. Mr. 
Uhl promised to do so, and sent a tele- 
gram to the governor of Colorado asking 
what measures had been taken’ to irsure 
compliance with the request of the Italian 
government After the telegram was sent 
news of the killing of another Italian at 
Walsenburg was received by Mr. Uhl. 

To these causes Of international trouble, 
the serious wounded of the British Purser 
Bane at New Orleans and the still pending 
interruption of British commerce with that 
port add a third difficulty of no slight di- 
mensions. All of them will demand the 
president’s attention on his return,

PEARS FOR A CRUISBR. 


A Spanish Ship Probably Lost with 
420 Men on Board. 


Madrid, March 13,—Anxiety for the safety 
of-the cruiser Reina Regente has grown 
rapidly today, and this evening it is feared 
generally that she went down with her 420 
souls in the storm which swept the south 
coast on Sunday night aud Monday morn- 
ing. Dispatches from Gibraltar say that 
pieces of a boat and several semaphore 
flags belonging to tbe cruiser came ashore 
at Ceusta and Tarifa this afternoon. The 
cruiser Isla de Luzon has left Algeiras to 
search for the missing vessel. 

A dispatch from Tangiers says that the 
Reina Regente left that port in bad weath- 
er. The Reina Regente was a steel deck 
protected cruiser of 4,900 tons @splacement 
and 12,000 horse power, She was launched 
in 1887, and was a sister ship of the Alfon- 
so XIII, and the Lepanto. Her speed was 
20% knots per hour.

The following were severely and proba- 
bly fatally burned: J. K. Williams, James 
Junkins, Jacob Confer and William Wilson. 

The burned building was I. D. Junkins’s 
hotel. The fire started in the loMby and is 
supposed to have originated from a defective 
flue. The flames spread so rapidly that 
the guests had scarcely any time to es- 
cape. The watchman was awakened by 
the smoke and fire, and made haste as best 
he could to give the alarm. Fifteen of the 
guests managed to reach the windows and 
then jumped to the ground, receiving but 
slight injuries. The three men burned to 
death probably never awoke, or if they did 
were immediately suffocated. The fire 
caused most intense excitement and the sad 
affair has cast a gloom over the community, 
as those burned to death and those badly 
injured were all well-known citizens. The 
loss will reach $3,000; no insurance. 


DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


The Western Newspaper Union and 
Western Type Fuvundry Burned. 
Kansas City, Mo., March 13.—A fire which 
destroyed over $300,000 worth of property 
in an hour broke out this afternoon in the 
four-story building at 410 West Fifth street, 
occupied by the English Supply Company, 
dealers in engines, supplies and wrought 

iron materials. 

The wind was blowing a gale and the 
flames were carried to the top of the five- 
story brick building north of the English 
building, occupied by the Western News- 
paper Union and the Great Western type 
foundy building. Both buildings were prac- 
tically destroyed. In the foundry was a 
great quantity of type and type material, 
besides cylinder presses. The Western 
Newspaper Company printed “patented in- 
sides” for 200 western weekly newspapers 
and employed a big force, The Ioss In this 
building alone will exceed $75,000. The Eng- 
lish building was owned by the Kersey 
Coates estate and the destruction of the 
building and contents involves a loss of 


$250,000. It is estimated that a little more 


than half of the loss ir; covered by insur- 
ance. 


THE BOOKKEEPER LEFT, 


And $25,000 of the Soap Boilers’ Mon- 
ey Has Gone with Him.

His 
peculations, which extend over a period of 
seven years, were discovered three weeks 
ago and on February 28th he made a full 
confession to Samuel Faulkner, manager of 
the Chicago branch of Proctor & Gamble’s 
business,

boys who started from their homes, Mac- 
clenny, Baker county, Florida, yesterday 
morning to New York to be treated for a 
dog bite, reached Pasteur institute at 4:25 
o’clock in charge of Mr. Appel S. York, 
who accompanied them on their long jour- 
ney The train on which the boys came 
was an hour late and did not reach Jersey 
City until 3:30 o’clock. At the ferry they 
were met by an attendant sent by Dr. 
Gibier from the institute. As far as could 
be told from genera’ appearances the boys 
are in good condition 

This afternoon Dr. Labadie, Dr. Gibier’s 
assistant, said the report that Johnny Davis 
showed symptoms of the rabies must have 
been exaggerated, as no symptoms of hydro-

The boys were inoculated this evening.

THROUGH THE HRART 


Burwell Symmers, of Colambia, Shoots 
Himself, bat No One Knows Why. 


THE DEAD MAN WAS A BOOKKEEPER 


His Accounts Are Straight and He 
Was a Faithful Employe. 


NO REASON GIVEN FOR A SUICIDE 


The Affair Is Enveloped in Mystery—The 
Young Man Stood Well, and Al- 
ways Appeared Cheerfulj 


Columbia, 8. C., March 13.—(Special.)—One 
of the most lamentable tragedies in the his- 
tory of this city occurred at 3:10 o'clock 
this afternoon. The doors of the Carolina 
National bank, located on Main street, in 
the very heart of the city, and of which 
W. A. Clark is president, had been closed 
for the day. The officers were finishing up 
their work preparatory to leaving when 
a shot was heard tm the rear, where there 
is a bedroom occupied at night by J. C. 
Templeton. 

The officers thought that some telegragah 
messengers were shooting firecrackers in 
the back lot and paid no attention to the 
shot. A minute later Joe B. Bell, a clerk, 
went to Templeton’s room and glancing in 
saw young Burwell Symmers, bookkeeper 
of the bark, lying across the bed. Bell ran 
forward and gave the alarm. 

Symmers was stone dead, lying on his 
back, his feet on the floor and his clothes un- 
buttoned. Near his right hand lay the 
pistol, with one of the five chambers empty. 
A bullet hole was in the boy’s body to the 
left of the diaphragm. Examination showed 
that the bullet had penetrated the lower 
lobe of the heart and driving its way 
straight through, had lodged immediately 
under the skin of the back. Dr. Talley was 
promptly summoned, but, of course, could 
do nothing. 

At 4 o’clock Coroner Roach impaneled 
a jury, which very soon reached the ver- 
dict that “‘Alfred Burwell Symmers came 
to his death by a wound from a pistol in 
his own hands, but whether fired acci- 
dentally or intentionally we do not say.” 

Young Symmers was twenty-four years 
old last August and had been with the 
Carolina bank for five or six years. His 
father was the late George Symmers, a 
native of Scotland and a leading merchant 
here in his lifetime.. His mother, Mrs. Jes- 
sie Symmers; his sister, Mrs. B. T. Wil- 
liamson, now on her bridal tour in Florida; 
two brothers in New York, one a profes- 
sor in Manchester Medical college, Eng- 
land, and a fourth who lives here, survive 
him. 

Many people believe that the self-inflicted 
wougd was accidental. Symmers was an 
admirable bookkeeper, his books are absd»” 
lutely straight and his haoits were most 
exemplary. “I can conceive of no motive 
for suicide,” said Colonel Wilie Jones, the 
cashier of the bank. One hour before his 
death he wrote a noté to a friend request- 
ing him to obtain an article which he 
would need in the future, which would indi- 
cate that at that time he had no thought 
of self-destruction. It is supposed that he 
went into Templeton’s room, noticed the 
pistol, picked it up out of curiosity and that 
it was accidentally discharged. 

Symmers was of a retiring disposition, 
of high strung, sensitive’ temperament and 
a passionate student of Shakespedre. His 
friends were few but to them and to his 
family he was genial and affectionate. Two 
weeks ago he suffered a severe attack of 
grip and it is surmised that if the shoote 
ing was intentional, it may be attributable 
to physical and mental depression, which 
some of his friends had observed resulting 
from it. But at breakfast this morning, 
and throughout the day, he was in a cheer- 
ful frame of mind; in fact, he had at no 
time appeared despondent. The Symmers 
family stands very high in Columbia and 
the keenest sympathy is felt for its mem- 
bers. 

It seems that every afternoon he has been 
going out on his wheel for a jaunt in the 
country. He always took the pistol with 
him, and always “broke” it, to see if 
it was loaded. He had already rolled his 
wheel out and had put his trousers clamps 
on. It is probable that when he went 
to break the pistol he caught the doublee 
action trigger instead of the guard. 


TWO ENGINES COME TOGETHER. 


A Heavy Feg and the Engineers 
Could Not See 10 Feet Ahead. 

Charleston, 8S, C., March 13.—There was @ 
collision between passenger train No, 
52 and freight train No, 8 at Monck’s Cor. 

The freight had arriv- 
ed at the station and was running into the 
siding when the passenger train dashed into 
it, There was a very heavy fog at the 
time, and the trainmen could. not see ten 
yards in advance of their engines. Both 
of the engines were pretty badly broken 
up, but none of the other cars were in- 
jured, The only person hurt was Express 
Messenger Adams, who had his head pain- 
fully bruised, Both engines lost their pile 
lots and the stack was knocked from one 
of them, The track was cleared by 2 
o’clock p, m. and trains were going through,

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COLORADO'S RIOTS. 


A Mob Enters a Jail and Kills Two | ‘ 


More Italians, 


MURDERERS TRACKED BY A DOG 


His Scent Appeared to Be Unerring—The 
Miners Are Well Armed and Are 
Greatly Excited. 


— a 


Denver, Col., March 13.—Mob rule has 
reigned among the miners in the coal 
camps of Huerfano county since Sunday 
night and seven of their victims—all but 
one Italians—have been riddled with bul- 
lets from the mob’s Winchesters. Four of 
the Italians were killed from ambush yes- 
terday while being taken as prisoners in 
& wagon to jail at Walisenburg, after a cor- 
oner’s cOmmitment for complicity in the 
murder of Abner J. Hixon, a temperance 
saloon keeper at Rouse. An American boy 
who was driving the wagon was uninten- 
tionally killed by the fusillade of bullets. 

Before daylight this morning a mob of 
miners and .uzens af Walsenburg gath- 
ered outside the jail where two of the Ital- 
fans were confined, got inside by a pre- 
tense and killed both the prisoners. It is 
reported that the same mob, thristing for 
more bloodshed, later took out of jail a 
German charged with rape and killed him. 
During the excitement two other prisoners 
escaped. 

The names of the dead so far as known 
are as follows: 

JOSEPH WELSBY, 
prisoners’ wagon. 

LORENZO DLANINO, 
beat Hixon to death. 

PETE JACOBINI, killed in jail. 

The names of the four Italians 
the road are unknowa. 

Five other suspects had been released 
from custody before the mob rose. All 
of them lived at HRouse, where the Italians 
far outnumbered the Americans. 

Governor Mclnutyre telegraphed the state 
department at Washington that he had in- 
structed the sheriff of Huerfano county to 
give him particulars and protect the Ital- 
flan miners from further mob violence. 
He stated in his dispatch that from the in- 
formation he believed the Italian miners 
were American citizens, but he was not 
certain. He further stated that militia 
nearest the scene could be forwarded at 
short notice. 

Tonight he received a meager report from 
Sheriff O'Malley, who said two were killed 
on the road, the others escaping. He has 
instructed the sheriff to call for assistance, 
if necessary, in doing his duty, A report 
from Walsenburg tonight states that three 
of the Italians who were being brought 
here from Rouse escaped, their names being 
given as Antonio Bobetto, Stanislo Vit- 
tano and Frafhciesco Rosetti. It is also 
stated there were eleven Italians in the 
wagon. 

Today's attack upon the jail was the result 
of the extreme excitement provuked by the 
vengeance of Hixon’s friends. Three other 
Italians, who were in custody as possible 
accessories to the murder of Hixon, were 
overlooked by the mob. 

The massacre of the five men from am- 
bush was evidently well planned with the 
exception of the killing of the driver, Four 
of those killed had been held for trial by 
the coroner’s jury, It is openly asserted 
that Welsby’s death was accidental. 

In order to be certain that the fifth Ital- 
fan held for Hixon’s murder should not es- 
cape, the mob today did not stop to Wen- 
tify the two prisoners found in the jail, 
but riddled both with rifle balls. 

The Murder of Hixon. 

‘The motive for the murder of Hixon is the 
subject of much speculation, The deceased 
was thirty-six years old and a native of 
Arkansas and was not of an aggressive or 
quarrelsome disposition. It is thought he 
was attacked last Sunday while on the road 
from Walsenburg to Rouse, a coal camp 
six miles distant, and Knocked from his 
horse by a blow on the head. Workmen 
going to the Rouse mine discovered Hixon 
with his skull fractured. The injured man 
was unconscious and died two hors later. 
There was absolutely no clue to the perpe- 
trators of the crime, but T, J. Brower, pit 
boss at the coal mine, solved this difficulty, 
Hastening to his home he secured a trained 
bloodhound and put uim on the scent, The 
dog struck a trail that led the pursuers to 
the rear of a saloon half a mile away. The 
intelligent brute rushed to an old table 
standing in the rear room, An examination 
of the table revealed fresh blood stains, 
Lorenzo Danino and Jobatto. Antonio, who 
were found in the room, were immed.ately 
arrested. The dog continued to a neighbor- 
ing cabin where Pete Possetta and Frank 
Aurico were found, The’quartet of Italians 
made many damaging admissions of the 
knowledge of the murder and upon close 
questioning the names of five others impli- 
cated were divulged, Danino was charged 
with being the chief conspirator. 

Horsemen scoured the surrounding coun- 
try, and by 4 o’clock in the afternoon all 
the suspected Italians were under arrest 
and lodged in jail, where they remained 
until called to attend the inquest. 

After the attack on the wagon party, all 
Was comparatively quiet until soon after 
midnight. About that time seven or eight 
men, wearing masks, knocked at the door 
of the jail where Lorenzo Daniono, who 
was charged by the other Italians with hav- 
ing struck the blow that killed Hixon on 
Sunday, and the Italian wounded in the 
wagon attack were confined. 

In answer to a question the men said 
O’Maliey, the sheriff, wanted to enter, As 
soon as the door was opened the guard 
found guns in their faces, Part of the 
masked men then went to the cell where 
the two Italians were confined and fired 
eight or ten shots, Each prisoner received 
four or five bullets. One died instantly, but 
the other lived a short time in great agony. 
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They Were in Mourning. 


Petersburg, Va., March 13.—J. M. New- 
comb, who was a leading grocer here, and 
who was supposed to have been drowned 
by falling from the steamer Alabama, of 
the Bay line of steamers, last September, 
while on its trip from Baltimore to Nor- 
folk, is still alive, a letter to that effect 
having been received here tonight by Mrs. 
Newcomb, his wife. The missing man is 
at his brother’s, E. B. Newcomb, who re- 
sides at Greensboro, N. C. His family were 
all in mourning for him, supposing him to 
be dead. 
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troops have taken no part up to this time 
to quell the riot No arrests have been 
made Will wire further particulars.

THE SPANISH MINISTER TALKS. 


He Says the Statement Pablished in 
the Papers Are Misleading. 

Washington, March 13.—The Spanish min- 
ister, Senor Muruaga, cabled the governor 
general of Cuba today for information re- 
garding the firing ypon the American 
Steamer Allianca by a Spanish gunboat, on 
the morning of the 8th instant. At a late 
hour this afternoon no answer had been re- 
ceived. Senor Muruaga assumes that the 
captain of the gunboat has not as yet had 
an Opportunity of making his report to 
headquarters. When it is received its sub- 
Stance will be at once telegraphed to the 
legation here. 

Senor Muruaga feels that the statements 
published in the American newspapers to- 
day are somewhat misleading and he 
lieves that when the other side of the 
Story is printed it will put the matter ina 
different light. He ridicules the sugges- 
tion that the action of the Spanish captain 
in firing upon the Allianca was an indica- 
tion of hostility on the part of the Spanish 
government. The relations between Spain 
and the United States are of the most 
friendly nature and the Spanish captain, 
he says, must have felt justified in pursuing 
the course he did, as will doubtless be 
shown later. 

“The Allianca,” continued Senor Murua- 
ga, “‘was running through the windward 
passage between the keys, taking the 
short cut to the Atlantic. Captain Gross- 
man Says he was fully six miles from shore. 
Maritine law in such cases does not cum- 
pute distances at sea from the mainland, 
but from capes and promontories. This was 
the contention of the United States in the 
dispute with Great Britain in Behring sea, 
and it was allowed. It will be seen, I 
think, that under these circumstances Cap- 
tain Grossman was not six miles from 
Cuban shores. Cuba is full of excitement 
over the domestic troubles and our cruisers 
are unusually vigilant at this time in 
watching for vessels carrying arms and re- 
inforcements to the insurgents. In these 
circumstances closer attention is paid to 
unknown vessels nearing our shores than 
would be ordinarily the case. So far as 
I know, this is all there is to say about it.’’ 

The Governor's Proclamation. 

New Orleans, La., March 13.—Governor 
Foster’s proclamation was issued about 4 
o'clock this afternoon. It commands all 
disorderly and riotous bodies to disperse. 
enjoins all law-abiding citizens to abstain 
from frequenting places where disturbances 
of the peace are likely to occur, and. from 
all acts caculated to excite the public 
mind. He declares that, as chief executive, 
charged with the duty of enfércing the 
law, he will see to it that, through the 
proper officers of the law, the participants 
in the recent riots are brought to justice 
and punished to the full extent of the 
law-—wnd that, if it takes the whole power 

» commonwealth, civil and military, 

maintain peace and uphold the 

law and disperse and suppress all riotous 

and disorderly assemblages, and protect 

all persons in the full enjoyment of ‘their 

constitutional and legal rights—their lives, 
liberty and property. 


THE ISLAND IS WORRYING THEM. 


The Royal Commission Decides That 
Further Poyvers Are Needed. 
Madrid, March 13.—The Imparcial’s cor- 
respondent in Havana sends this dispatch: 
“On March 10th a force of 150 soldiers met 
at Perez and defeated the insurgents un- 
der Bosch and captured their camps, arms 

and stores. 

“The royal commission, after a confer- 
ence with Captain General Calleja, has 
decided that further powers are needed for 
the protection of lives and property on the 
island; also, that the captain general be 
empowered to grant amnesty to all insur- 
gents who surrender themselves to the au- 
thorities. Many friends of the insurgent 
cause were arrested Monday in Havana, and 
a large quantity of small arms were 
seized.”’ 

The dissensions among the insurgents 
are growing, and the end of the revolt 
is thought to be at hand. Costa Rica and 
San Domingo have again assured Spain of 
their neutrality. 

Dispersed the Insurgents. 

Havana, Cuba, March 13.—The military 
commander of the province of Santiago de 
Cuba reports that Colonel Santocildes, while 
proceeding on March 10th with a hundred 
men en route for Bayamo, received Infor- 
mation that there were 400 armed rebels in 
the vicinity. Colonel Santocildes attacked 
the band of rebels at Guantanamo, within 
sight of Bayamo. The firing lasted two 
hours, the rebels being dispersed with a 
loss of fifty killed and wounded.

THE HOME GOVERNMENT REFUSES, 


Will Not Extend Assistance to Com- 
mercial Houses. 

London, March 13.—A parliamentary pa- 
per has been issued giving the correspon- 
dence between the authorities of New- 
foundland and the British government in 
regard to the financial crisis in Newfound- 
land. The paper contains a request from 
Sir J. T. N. O’Brien, governor of New- 
foundland, for aid in procuring a loan 
of $1,000,000, together with a warship and 
the appointment of a royal commission for 
the province, Lord Ripon’s.reply to these 
requests says the home government will do 
nothing in the matter until the commission 
has made further inquiries. Other requests 
are made by the Newfoundland gpvern- 
ment as follows: 

That the home government sanction the 
issue of treasury notes; that they pass a 
bill guaranteeing a certain value to all 
bank notes; that they give assurance that 
the London government will not meddle 
with the constitution, and that they guar- 
antee £20,000 yearly for a quarter of a cen- 
tury as interest on the colony’s bonds. 

The home government, in reply, refuses 
to give the assurance asked, and declines to 
assume the guarantee, on the ground that 
self-governing colonies should, not look to 
the imperial government for aid in financial 
affairs, However, Lord Ripon writes, the 
government would dispatch a commissioner 
to Newfoundland to relieve actual public 
distress, from the treasury funds, but they 
would not extend assistance to commercial 
houses,

A Storm Shakes Up the People of an 
Alabama Town. 

Eufaula, Ala., March 13.—(Special.)—A de- 
structive wind and rain storm raged near 
Louisville, Ala., this morning, sweeping 
fences, trees, residences and outhouses in 
its course. Mr. Phil McRae’s house was 
blown down. His smokehouse was destroy- 
ed, and most of its contents were injured.

“The Japanese squadron of sixteen war- 
ships and cruisers has been sighted off 
north Formosa, hovering along the coast 
between Kilung and Tamsui, which evi- 
dently are destined to be first attacked. 
The garrisons number 30,000, and the Jap- 
anese probably will adopt their previous 
tactics of a combined land and sea attack. 
They probably will disembark marines be- 
tween Tamsui and Kilung.’’

Eliza Cavender is now supposed to have 
been caused by temporary aberration of 
mind. Mention has been made of the case, 
but it is such a strange one that the full 
story will be interesting.

“Dr. O. C. Brittain was at once sent for 
and when he arrived she was conscious, 
but was not complaining at all about her 
‘It is the worst case of the kind 
I ever saw,’ said the doctor, ‘and why it 
did not produce instant death is miracu- 
lous.’

When she was 
asked who did it she said she did it her- 
self. She said she remembered very well 
going to the wood pile and getting the ax 
and going into the dining room with it, 
but nothing more about the matter.

Money Is Being Raised to Pay Clarence 
Barr’s Fine. 


HE IS SERVING A TERM FOR FORGERY 


President Murphy Is Getting Up the Sub- 
scription— Young Barr? Will Basten 
to His Sweetheart. 


Waycross, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Clarence E. Barr, the romantic young 
forger, who was convicted of forging a 
check for $1,260 on the Savannah Mer- 
chants’ National bank, and a check for 
$300 on the Bank of Waycross, and was 
sentenced to one year’s work in the chain- 
gang, will be a free man again after Fri- 
day. He has been in the chaingang two 
weeks and his face is hardened and sun- 
burnt. 

Barr’s sentence was $200 and costs, or one 
year’s hard labor in the chaingang. A 
movement was made by President Murphy, 
of the Bank of Waycross, to raise the 
money to pay the fine. The money will 
be forthcoming next Saturday and Barr 
will be freed from servitude. Whence 
comes the money to pay the fine is not 
generally known, but President Murphy 
is said to have contributed largely to the 
fund. Friends of Barr in Massachusetts, 
who were asked for assistance, declined to 
help him, pleading poverty. Barr is step- 
ping lightly and he handles the shovel 
with a tenderness that betrays his feelings. 
Barr will return to Jacksonville, he says, 
and, after disposing of his graphophone 
for cash, will settle his voard- bill at the 
Carleton hotel. He will then speed home 
to renew his suit for the heart and hand 
of Miss Annie Parson, to wed whom he 
committed the forgeries which got him into 
trouble. 


MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATORS. 


The Committee Visits the Mills and 
Factories of Charlotte. 


Charlotte, N. C., March 13.—The commit- 
tee on mercantile affairs, of the Massachu- 
setts legislature, was in this city today. 
The committee consisted of Senator F. Ww. 
Darling, chairman; Senator Isaac P. 
Hutchinson, Representatives Charles G. 
Bancroft, George M. Eddy, E. M. Moriarty, 
Frank Chandler, W. J. Donnovan, R. T. 
Tramoh and Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms Wil- 
liam Whiting. 

Representative R, T. Tearmoh is a colored 
man. He was taken possession of by prom- 
inent colored people and besides visiting 
factories he visited churches, schools and 
other institutions for colored people. 

Much legislation is proposed before the 
Massachusetts legislature which manufac- 
turers charge is inimical to manufactures 
in New England. It is also claimed that 
conditions and laws are so favorable at 
the south to manufacturers that unless the 
laws of the New England states foster 
manufactures more, all the mills will move 
to the south, where natural advantages 
and laws are more favorable. 

This committee has been sent south to 
examine into the conditions and laws. The 
examination so far has developed the fact 
that what the manufacturers have said 
‘afout the advantages of the south is 
rather short of the truth than otherwise. 
It was found that the mill owners of the 
south are working hard and living more 
economically. The labor is the best in the 
United States and is contented. Cotton is 
cheaper than in New England; the climate 
is milder; living is better and cheaper, and 
there are other and less important ad- 
vantages. 

The committee visited in Charlotte today 
eight cotton mills, two cotton seed oil 
mills, one trousers factory, and some other 
smaller enterprises. The members of the 
committee express themselves as not only 
being well impressed with what they saw 
south, but they are most favorably im- 
pressed. The committee leaves tonight for 
Raleigh, N. C., where they will spend 
Thursday. Friday they will be in Rich- 
mond, Saturday and Sunday in Washing- 
ton, and then home. 

The committee was looked after here by 
Postmaster T. R. Robertson, Messrs. H. A. 
Murrill, W. B. Ryder, Kenneth Finch, D. 
A. Tompkins, S. W. Cramer and others. 

The committee seemed to regard Mr. 
Fred Oliver’s oil mill as a sort of industrial 
revelation. He makes cotton oil, sulphuric 
acid, barrels, cotton batting, acid phos- 
phate, ammoniated fertilizers and olive oil 
out of cotton seed; he feeds cattle to make 
beef, runs a farm, runs a sulphur mine, 
and so forth. The committee seemed to 
regard Mr. Oliver’s mill as one of the 
most unique manufacturing interests ‘in 
America. 


THEY ARB GETTING LIVELY. 


One Legislator Does Care for the 
State Constitution. , 


Raleigh, N. C., March 13.—(Special.)—In 
the senate today Senators Mitchell and 
Farthing were appointed to examine the 
books of the state auditor and treasurer. 
Nine additional penitentiary directors were 
voted on by each of the houses, this being 
part of the plan of the fusionists to cap- 
ture that institution. E. D. Standford, re- 
publican, was voted fur for state librarian. 
There was no quorum and only 77 votes 
were cast, 86 being necessary. 

Lieutenant Governor Doughton, demo- 
crat, the president of the senate, declared 
there were not sufficient votes to elect. 
A republican member asked if the senate 
could not declare these nominees elected, 
but was told it was unconstitutional. The 
republican then said it made no difference, 
he wanted the senate to declare them 
elected. At this there was great laughter. 

There were lively times in the house 
when Ray, democrat, attacked the ¢lerk 
and the speaker left the chair and at- 
tacked Ray in a bitter speech. Ray had 
refiected on him. Ray denied this and de- 
nounced the speaker in scorching words. 
The speaker apologized ana so did Ray. 

When the result of the vote for directors 
and librarian was announced by the tellers 
the point of no quorum was made. Speaker 
Walser said that the report of the tellers 
would simply speak for itself. A democrat 
called up a resolution whicn he had intro- 
duced the second day of the session in favor 
of the free coinage of silver and the repeal 
of the act against state banks. The popu-: 
lists, who had tried to smother this resolu- 
tion, offered as a substitute the Ocala plat- 
form for the direct issue of w.urrency by the 
government. French, republican, who was 
chairman of the fusion jiont caucuses, said 
there were so many views that he did not 
feel able to vote until he ascertained the 
views of Tom Reed, the next president. 
He moved to table the whole business and 
this prevailed. Several populists voted with 
Py: repub.icans to table and this ra‘sei a 
stir. 


SAYS SHE WAS IMPRISONED. 


An Allegheny School Teacher's Story 
of Captivity in the Country. 


Fairmont W. Va., March 12.—A local pa- 
per yesterday printed the following: 

“During the early part of December Miss 
Emma Huston, a teacher in the Allegheny 
city public schools, advertised in the Pitts- 
burg newspapers for a situation as a paint- 
er of photographs or a tutor in drawing, 
and was answered by a man giving the 
name of Mahlon C. Stephens, who repre- 
sented hiir self as a prominent and wealthy 
farmer, something of an amateur photogra- 
pher, having @ wife and children and liv- 
ing near this city. 

Stephens said that besides having a large 
number of photographs which he wanted 
printed he was desirous of employing an in- 
structor for his children, saying they, too, 
were inclined toward the photographic art, 
in which he wanted to encourage them. 

As an inducement for the teacher to go 
in the country he said he would be liberal!

| in his offer of a salary and named $60 a 


month and board as the compensation for 
the duties. 

After considerable correspondence, during 
which Stephens mentioned in a familiar 
way many well-known citizens in the 
state as his intimate friends, Miss Huston 
decided to accept the place, and arranged 
to leave home on December 26th for Little 
Falls, a small station between here and 
Morgantown, where her employer was to 
meet her and escort her to his home, three 
miles distant. 

Upon reaching the station Stephens was 
there, but had no conveyance and suggested 
that they walk to the nearest neighbor’s, 
where he would borrow a horse, upon which 
she might ride, and he would send for her 
luggage in the morning. She accepted the 
proposal and they started out. 

After walking a mile and a half they 
reached the residence of Mrs. Mary Devault, 
where Stephens, true to his word, borrowed 
a horse and the couple continued their jour- 
ney until they finally reached t small house, 
which Stephens said was his home. 

Upon going in she found it uninhabited, 
Stephens excusing the absence of his family 
by saying they were away over night, but 
would return in the morning. 

Stephens put the horse away and returned 
to the house, where, at the point of a re- 
volver, he ill-treated the girl, and where 
for several weeks he kept her a prisoner, 
tying her with a rope when he left the 
building and threatening to kill her if she 
made an outcry. — 

When the roads became passable, proba- 
bly fearing discovery, he took her to Clin- 
ton Furnaee, showing a revolver as they 
passed persons or residences on the road. 

There he kept her one night, after which 
she managed during his temporary ab- 
sence to sever the rope and escape, reach- 
ing Mrs. Devault’s in a pitiful condition, 
the rope stl around her waist. 

The news of the assault reached the ears 
of a young mail agent named Simpson, who 
is a cousin of Miss Huston, and he went to 
the Devault home and took charge of her. 

The girl said that Stephens had taken 
$17, all the money she had, and besides 
had possession of her trunk. She was taken 
to Morgantown, her father and brother tel- 
egraphed for, and a warrant sworn out for 
Stephens, but when the officers reached his 
home he had fled, it being reported that he 
had taken to the mountains of Preston 
county, where a search is now being made 
for him. Stephens is a widower and has 
no family. 


THE BOYS ARE LOADED, 


And Are Said to Carry Their Guns to 
School. 


Irwinton, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)}—There 
has been a stir among some of the families 
in this section for some time, the boys car- 
rying their guns to school and cverywhere 
they went. And when one fellow was caught 
off he would be whipped by a mob from 
the other crowd. Such as this is but little 
better than savagery and it would not be 
tolerated in a civilized country. Comment- 
ing on this state of affairs The Irwinton 
Bulletin says: 

‘Tt has been a noticeable fact for a good 
many years that if a prisoner escapes or 
a crime is committed in Wilkinson county 
that no one endeavors to catch the guilty 
person, but we wait for chance to take the 
course of the law. 

“It is the duty of every civilized man in 
Wilkinson county to assist in discovering 
the outlaws who went to the home of Joe 
Holliman armed with murderous intent. 
We realize that there is always two sides 
to every case and that Mr. Holliman might 
have said and done things that he should 
have left unsaid, but there is no excuse for 
this midnight assault, where the hand of 
the coward, the murderer and outlaw is 
shown as one. Bring the guilty person to 
court and let the penitentiary garb or the 
hangman’s noose adorn the person of 
whomsoever it may—white or black, it mat- 
ters not, so you have the guilty persons. 

“Tf such outlawism as this is allowed to 
continue, in a few years the law will be a 
thing of the past, and the torch and shot- 
gun will rule supreme.” 


THAT NEW MAIL ROUTH 


Which Will Be Between Montezuma 
and Vienna. 

Montezuma, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)— 
The much-talked-of new mail route in all 
probability will be reopened from Monte- 
zuma to Vienna in a few days. The depart- 
ment has forwarded the necessary papers 
to the postmaster, which, as soon as prop- 
erly filled out, will be returned and the 
route opened. During Harrison’s admin- 


tween this place and Dooling, which was a

Spalding will be 
the only newly established postoffice on the 
route, and Mrs. Lula Cowart will be post- 
mistress. Those who will be benefited by 
the opening of this route will owe their 
gratitude to Major McClung, who has taken 
a deep interest in the re-establishment 
and thas about succeeded. 


They’re in Earnest Now. 


Montezuma, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)— 
Last week brought to the farmers of this 
section the first weather suitable for out- 
door work in several weeks, and especially 
for preparing their lands for planting. Ow- 
ing to this fact farm work was begun in 
earnest and the plows were put in motion. 
The winter freezes had put the lands in 
excellent condition and the plowing could 
be pushed rapidly. Some of those farmers 
who always look on the prudent side of 
all questions pertaining to their farming 
interests engaged in resowing oats where 
that crop was killed out by the extreme 
freezes. Work on corn and cotton lands 
was generally engaged in by way of pre- 
paring the same for planting. Indeed, the 
gloom and inactivity of winter seemed to 
have passed away and life and energy 
among the farming population was to be 
seen.

There is an account 
of a meeting held by the people of the 
county to denounce the legisiators who, it 
seems, wanted to hold office beyond election 
time. The Times has greatly improved 
since that first issue. lt is now at the 
front of Georgia weekly newspapers.

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As Lawyer Moore Sees Us, 

In yesterday's issue there appeared in 
our local columns an extract from a let- 
ter written. by Lawyer F. I’. Moore. of 
this city, to Mr. J. A. Royal, of Dayton, 
Ind., in which the writer impeached 
the veracity of our people and warned 
his correspondent that if he settled in 
Georgia he need not expect to find 
friends and neighbors unless he brought 
them with him. The letter gave a dis- 
couraging account of our farming and 
our rent system, and stated that the war 
is not over, and that southern courtesy 
to northern settlers is only a thin veneer 
covering hatred and a determination to 
skin them. 

As this letter eaused Mr. Royal to 
break up a trade which was pending for 
some land in the vicinity of LaGrange, 
the people of that flourishing town are 
naturally indignant. Lawyer Moore, 
however, claims that other’ portions of 
his letter will explain the harsh terms 
in the extract, and it-is to be hoped 
that this is true. 

We feel assured that this singular let- 
ter will not unduly excite or anger its 
author’s neighbors in Atlanta. We be- 
lieve in freedom of thought and speech, 
and we do not question the sincerity of 
Lawyer Moore nor his right to express 
his opinions. But it should be recollected 
that he has lived here only two years. 
It is evident that his opportunities for 
studying the situation have been very 
limited. It may be that he has been 
embittered by bad luck or dyspepsia, 
or that he has been so unfortunate as 
to see only the worst and most excep- 
tional side of southern life. 

Still, we cannot understand why Mr. 
Moore is willing to sit down here and 
make his living out of a people for 
whom he entertains so much ill will and 
contempt that he warns his Indiana 
friends not to settle among them. If 
we are a community of liars, hating and 
Swindling northern settlers, lacking en- 
ergy and hampered by an unproductive 
soil and a bad renting system, why does 
Lawyer Moore stay here? Why does 
he not make his home in some godly and 
ideal region? 

The matter is not worthy of serious 
treatment. For years past the leading 
periodicals end newspapers of the north 
have teemed with letters from northern 
residents in the south in which the 
writers express perfect satisfaction with 
their progress, prospects and relations 
with their southern neighbors. lor 
every letter like Lawyer Moore’s a thou- 
sind letters of a contrary tenor written 
by northern settlers here can easily be 
produced. 

As a rule, good citizens from the north 
Who have drifted south in large num- 
bers for the past century, have re- 
mained here, and their descendants are 
identified with us. Some of the unfor- 
tunate, the idle, the vicious and the ¢ar- 
pet-bagger element have returned, but 
the better class come to stay, and soon 
beeome thoroughly at home with our 
people, just as our people do with those 
of the north among whom they go to 
live. 

Our northern friends are not likely to 
believe that we are guilty of the folly 
of driving away capital and immigra- 
tion by adopting a sectional, oppressive 
aud dishonest policy toward newcomers. 
Mr. Moore’s liver. is evidently out of 
order. 

Mr. Moore must@dmit that he made a 
mistake, not only in writing such a let- 
ter, but in entertaining such sentiments. 
He has sought a home in the south, 
where he is not only the recipient of 
southern hospitality but enjoys southern 
patronage. Yet at the very moment 
that he is being thus favored, he is using 
the mails for private letters in which 
the honor and character of his neighbors 
.are denounced with a venom, the cause 
for which is hard to understand. 

The people of Troup county and La- 
Grange, to whom Mr. Moore's letter be- 
comes personal, are the very highest 
types of Anglo-Saxon civilization. For 
sixty years LaGrange has been a seat 
of education, and the county has been 
the home of the most cultured people in 
the state. The soil of that county equals 
that of any part of even Indiana, and 
Will support crops bringing much more 
money per acre than any in Indiana. 
Just why Mr. Moore should have so far 
sone out of his way as to denounce the 
hospitality of these people as “the glossy 
veneering to cover their hatred,” and 
stigmatize them as standing ready to 
“skin” people with whom they deal, is 
one of those mysteries which experts in 
insanity cannot solve. 

In this era of peace and fraternization, 
when men of all sections are clasping 
hands, it will take some stronger testi- 
mony than that of Mr. Moore to con- 
vince them that “the war is not over.” 
Thousands of northern men settled all 


over Georgia will bear evidence to | 


the cordiality with which they have 
been received, and the continued kind- 
ness with which they have been treated. 

Put up the pen, Mr. Moore; you will 
do better without it! 


The Rod in Reform Work. 

The developments in the Ilinots state 
home for juvenile female offenders 
disclose a shocking story of cruelty and 
mismanagement. 

The matron of this institution was a 
woman with ideas. Her first idea was 
that the inmates should be placed in a 
normal state of starvation, without, in 
any way, decreasing the amount of la- 
bor required. A square meal was only 
viven at odd intervals as a reward of 
merit. Her second idea was a stout 
rod, with which she beiabored the backs 
and shoulders of such of the girls as fell 
under her- displeasure. At times the 
reformatory resembled a flogging room 
of a city calaboose. Her third idea was 
n dungeon Into which she placed the 
girls for solitary confinement. Goaded to 
desperation by their treatment the girls 
revolted, and the whole story has come 
out. The matron had gained her place 
through the influence of politics, and 
she managed the reformatory:as if it 
were a prison. 

The great diffieulty to be met with in 
the establishment of reformatories is 
their management. Established by the 
state and managed as ordinary prisons, 
with all religious influence kept out, and 
the person in charge a_ political ap- 
pointee, they cannot rise above the grade 
of prisons, and failing to do that, they 
are no better than prisons. The work of 
reform is religious, to be performed by 
persons who are moved thereto by con- 
science and not for the salary there is 
in it. How to reach that solution and te 
get this sort of management, is a ques- 
tion for legislatures to study out, but 
one fact remains certain—that political 
reformatories are constant sources of 
scandal. 


The Divorcee’s Return. 

Sadder than the return of the prodigal 
son to the paternal mansion must be 
that of the daughter who comes back 
with a decree of divorce in her satchel 
—the outcome of a runaway marriage. 
The prodigal son was welcomed because 
there was hope ahead for him; the prodi- 
gal daughter is like the crushed rose, 
never taking shape again. 

When, six years ago, the members of 
Chief Justice Fuller’s family were re- 
joicing that he had been named to pre- 
side over the highest court on earth, 
they were saddened by the absence of 
one who had fled with her lover, and 
who begime a wife without the paternal 
blessing. Now the dispatches state that 
she has returned to the home she had 
injured, with the usual story of cruel 
treatment, neglect, and a divorce in her 
pocket. 

Marriage at best is a trying ordeal for 
the girl. The opening of a new life, in 
which the old must be forgotten, calls 
for separations and deprivations 
which the strongest love of her 
husband can hardly equal. It re- 
quires all the approval of her own fam- 
ily to strengthen the wife in the new 
duties which she assumes. When a 
girl consents to a runaway marriage, it 
is almost a freak of lunacy, for in doing 
so she surrenders all claim upon those 
who are hers by nature. In the troubles 
which come after marriage she can call 
on neither father nor mother for sym- 
pathy, and if they give it to her anyhow, 
she can never throw off the thought that 
she does not deserve it. The husband, 
in such a case, feels under no obligation 
of honor or kinship, but rather delights 
in the continued assertion of his inde- 
pendence. 

If all girls could learn the lesson that 
their parents have their interests more 
closely at heart than can any stranger, 
there would be fewer. runaway mar- 
riages, and, aS a consequence, fewer 
divorces, The man who cannot gain 
the consent of the parents of a girl 
whose haud he seeks, if honorabie, 
would scorn to have her without it. The 
parent who objects to a certain suitor 
for his daughter generally has a good 
reason for it, as the after history of 
nearly all runaway marriages prove. 
As between her father and some hap- 
hazard lover, the’ sensible girl should 
have no difficulty in making a choice. 


Our Merchant Marine, 

The necessity of building up our mer- 
chant marine, to which The Constitution 
bas frequently alluded, finds strong sup- 
port in Colonel A. G. Dickinson, of New 
York, who has given the subject deep 
study. 

Before the war the United States 
ranked second in the list of nations in 
marine strength, carrying 84 per cent of 
her own commerce. Now we carry only 
14 per cent of what we produce. “Our 
navigation involves many considera- 
tions. As a branch of industry it is val- 
uable, but as a source of defense es- 
sential.” So speaks this eminent au- 
thority. As a branch of industry it 
should be the first in our country, while 
it is actually the last and the least. As 
an essential source of defense our navi- 
gation places us among the most insig- 
nificant maritime powers of the world. 
We have 10,000 miles of coast, with a 
coastwise commerce the largest and 
inost important of all the nations of the 
eartb. Yet in case of war we would be 
at the merey of some of the weakest 
powers of Furope. Is there no way of 
regaining the proud position we once 
held in the maritime affairs of the 
world? 

The loss of American ownership of 
shipping has led to two evils which may 
some day cost the country billions -of 
money. The first is the business of ship- 
building, an industry which should 
flourish here in response to home de- 
mand. The absence of the shipyards 
means the absence of the skilled me- 
chanics, and places us at the mercy of 
English shipbuilders. The second evil 
is that Americans take but little inter- 
est in ship handling, from the officer to 
the sailor. A poll of any one of the ves- 
sels flying the American flag will dis- 
close the fact that it is manned, not by 
Americans, but by Danes and Norwe- 
gians who have never even transferred 
their citizenship. 

All this goes to show how important 
it is that such changes should be made 
in the laws as would encourage Ameri- 
can shipbuilding and American owner- 


| ship, so as to develop out of our own 


population the experts upon whom we 
could rely in war and sailors who would 
be true to our interests. The merchant 
marine is to the nayy what a_ well- 
trained militia is to the army, and it is 
equally necessary that the government 
should take an active interest in its pro- 
motion. 


An Interesting Question. 

The New York Herald is making a 
Strong fight in behalf of Editor Dana, 
of The Sun. 

Mr. Dana has been indicted for libel in 
Washington and an attempt will be 
made to force him to stand trial in that 
city. The Herald contends that under 
the laws of New York the accused must 
be tried in the county where the paper 
containing the alleged libel is published. 
This is in line with the federal consti- 
tution, which says that “in all criminal 
prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the 
right to a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury of the state wherein the 
«rime shall have been committed.” 

[t is ridiculous and unjust, simpiy be- 
cause a newspaper containing an al- 
leged libel finds its way to a remote 
part of the country, to drag the pub- 
lisher there for trial. The publisher of 
a libel in New York should be tried in 
that city and not in Washington, Gal- 
veston or San Francisco. 

We know nothing of the merits of the 
Iibel case against Mr. Dana, but we 
agree with his friends that it would be 
straining the law and nullifying a great 
coustitutional guaranty to compel him 
to stand tnal in Washington for an al- 
leged offense ‘committed in New York. 


No Goldbug Need Apply. 

A recent editorial in The Philadelphia 
Record, a newspaper owned and con- 
trolled by Hon. William M. Singerly, 
contains the following: 

Mr. Joseph C. Sibley, of Pennsylvanja, 
Shows that he thoroughly understands the 
political situation so far as the currency 
is concerned. He predicts that the democ- 
racy will not declare for free silver at 16 
to 1, nor name a presidential ticket of that 
complexion. Neither will the republicans, 
he says. “It will be the same old thing. 
The platforms will be platitudes, and the 
candidates will be gold to the core.”’ 

If Mr. Sibley’s prognostication should 
prove to be correct, and there is no reason 
to doubt its fulfillment, the two great par- 
ties would occupy precisely the same 
ground in the currency issue in 1896, both 
as to their candidates for the presidency 
and as to their platforms. The losses of the 
democrats to the populists would be coun- 


terbalanced by republican losses in the sil- | 


ver states west of the Mississippi, and the 
outcome would be the election of an advo- 
cate of sound money, whether he should 
be a democrat or a republican—which is the 
consideration that rises above all consider- 
ations of party success. The integrity of 
the currency must be preserved. 

Mr. Singerly was the democratic can- 
didate for governor of Pennsylvania last 
November upon a platform which eon- 
tained the following declarations: 

We declare that the consistent, cour- 
ageous and inflexible determination of a 
democratic president to maintain the credit 
of the government terminated financial 
panic, restored confidence and composed 
disturbed values. We are opposed to the 
reckless inflation of the cyrrency to $40 per 
capita, demanded by the republican state 
conventions of 1893 and 1894; and, while we 
favor the circulation of constitutional 
money, gold and silver, at a parity of value, 
we are unalterably opposed to any debase- 
ment of the currency. or to the depreciation 
of any dollar issued by the government to 
the people. 

We heartily approve and endorse the up- 
right and sagacious administration of Pres- 
ideit Cleveland, which has fulfilled the 
pledges of his party and has satisfied the 
expectation of the people. 

Upon this platform of unqualified ap- 
proval of the president and his policy, 
Mr. Singerly, an open and pronounced 
advocate of the single gold standard, 
wis beaten by his republican competitor 
241,397 votes, a plurality never before 
received by an opposed candidate for 
any office, at any time, in any state of 
this union, and never obfained even by 
a candidate for president of the United 
States prior to 1856. 

With this overwhelming and unprece- 
dented defeat only four months behind 
him, Mr. Singerly undertakes to deter- 
mine for the democrats of this country 
the solution of the financial question. 
“The outcome (of the presidential elec- 


tion) would be,” says this eminent rep- 


resentative of the eastern democracy, 
“the election of an advocate of sound 
money, Whether he should be a demo 
crat or a republican—which is the con- 
sideration that rises above all 
erations of party success.” That is, a 
goldite democrat preferably, otherwise 
a goldite republican, but a gold stand- 
ard man most assuredly and above all 
party considerations. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Singerly 
does not fairly represent Pennsylvania 
democrats, and that their delegates to 
the next national convention will not 
pursue any such policy as that outlined 
by him. 

It is not too soon to say to our Phila- 
delphia contemporary, in all kindness 
und deference, but at the same time 
with the utmost candor and earnestness, 
that this section of the country will not 
give its electoral votes in 1896 to a gold 
standard candidate for president, no 
matter whence he comes or what party 
name he bears. 


Ap International Stew. 

The shooting of the purser of an Eng- 
lish ship by a New Orleans mob, the 
lynching of several Italians in Colorado, 
the attack by a Spanish gunboat upon an 
American mail steamer, and the compli- 
cations on the isthmus and in Venezuela 
involving American interests, are mat- 
ters that will keep’ our state departuvent 
busy for a time. 

It is probable that. our government 
will apologize to England and Italy and 
pay an indemnity for the murder of their 
citizens, but it is not so certain that our 
rights will be asserted and maintained 
in Spanish-American waters. Of late 
years we have shown a tendency to 
yield to the dictation of European im- 
perialism, and quietly submit to almost 
any insult and injury from that source. 
Nor is it likely that the present admin- 
istration will exert itself to protect 
American interests in Central and South 
America. The truth is, the American 
who trusts his person or his property 
abroad is at the mercy of those around 
him. He cannot expect much help from 
his own government, and this disgrace- 
ful fact is well known throughout the 
world. 

The New Orleans riot is a dangerous 
outbreak of lawlessness, and the au- 
thorities and business men of that city,

| are‘to be congratulated upon their evi- 


dent determination to suppress the dis- 
turbance. It is not. pleasant to have 
such papers as The London News mak- 
ing the statement that negroes are now 
being lynched in bulk in New Orleans, 
and that the people of that city are no 
better than the people of Dahomey. 
Here in the south we must maintain law 
and order, not only because it is right, 
but because our material prosperity de- 
pends upon it. The task will not be 
difficult. The lawless classes in this sec- 
tion are composed of only a few, and 
the prompt enforcement of the law will 
keep them quiet. 


A Financial Object Lesson. 

The goldbugs are unfortunate in their 
financial illustrations. The latest silly 
break is the following from The Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Gazette: 

Farmer Anderson has 2,000 bushels of 
wheat. Mr. Jones has a thousand dollars’ 
worth of silver bullion. Mr. Anderson's 
wheat is worth in the market $1,000. So is 
Mr. Jones’s silver bullion. Mr. Jones goes 
to Philadelphia, takes his silver to the 
mint and has it coined into §2,000—nice, fine, 
pretty silver dollars. When Farmer Ander- 
son brings along his thousand dollars’ 
worth of wheat Mr. Jones buys it, paying 
him $1,000-and he has _ $1,000 left with 
which to buy the wheat of the next farmer 
that comes along. . 

Do you take Farmer Anderson for a 
fool? The drain on his pocket since 
1873 has given him a clear insight into 
the cause of his poverty. Here is the 
way he sums up the situation: He owed 
Jones $1,000, and 1,000 bushels of wheat 
would settle the debt. But Jones con- 
spired with other gold sharks. They 
struck down half of the currency by de- 
monetizing silver, and now Farmer An- 
derson must pay 2,000 bushels of wheat 
to settle the $1,000 debt. In other words, 
his debt has been doubled by this 
change from the double standard to the 
Single gold standard. 

Our federal, state, county, municipal 
and individual indebtedness in this coun- 
try is forty thousand million dollars. 
This is practically doubled by the adop- 
tion of the gold standard. If Jones 
knows what is good for him he had bet- 
ter not tell Farmer Anderson that the 
change is a blessing. Before he makes 
such a declaration he should first get a 
brick wall between him and Farmer 
Anderson's gun. 


Where Colonels Are Wanted. : 
Every day the Cuban sympathizers in 
this country receive advices from Cuba 
stating that the revolutionists have 
plenty of arms and ammunition, and 
that all they need is leaders. 

It is a remarkable uprising. There 
are privates by thousands, but no 
colonels; followers but no leaders; men 
anxious to serve, but nobody to com- 
mand. Now, here is a tempting oppor- 
tunity for some of our surplus colonels. 
We are blessed with a superabundance 
of these titled leaders, and there are 
thousands of them who never had a 
chance to serve their country in the 
field. They have to go through life as 
colonels, and yet they never had a regi- 
ment, a company or a squad. Why not 
join the Cubans and make these titles 
good in a baptism of fire? A ship load 
of colonels ¢ould easily be smuggled 
over to Cuba and landed some dark 
night, and they would doubtless be re- 
ceived by réjolcing hosts who would 
gladly welcome them as leaders. A 
martial strut and a little broken Spanish 
would be a sufficient equipment for 
these volunteér revolutionists. 

The situation is simply this: The 
Cubans have an army of privates with- 
out colonels, while we have an army of 
colonels without privates. Under the, 
operation of the laws of supply and de- 
mand it would be the natural thing for 
us to furnish our neighbors with as 
many colonels as they can utilize. We 
can easily spare them and keep things 
running smoothly here until they re- 
turn. It is the proud boast of our re- 
public that it has more colonels, lead- 
ers and bosses to the square mile than 
any other country on the globe. 
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A Bad Policy. 


The Belfast board of trade in a recent 
report states that England’s commerce 
with 65,000,000 people in the United 
States amounts to quite as muchas her 
trade with the 368,000,000 under the 
British flag. 

In England the money of the country 
is in the bands of a few who are invest- 
ing it in foreign countries. This re- 
duces the per capita circulation at home, 
and keeps the masses almost on the 
verge of starvation. Speaking of this 
condition of affairs, The Chicago Inter 
Ocean Says: 

No matter how dull times may be, or 
how depressed the condition of the country 
may be, there always are and everywhere 
will be a few men gifted with the power to 
acquire and to accumulate large sums of 
money. There are millionaires and multi- 
millionaires in British India, where a syce 
can be hired to groom a horse and to board 
himself for $1 per month. The poverty of 
India Hes not in its lack of money, but 
in the lack of money in circulation through- 
out India. 

The United States needs a greater pér 
capita of money in circulation than any 
other fully civilized country, because it has 
more resources that need development. Tne 
demonetization of silver has kept, and is 
keeping, a large volume of needed money 
out of circulation, but the lesson from 
England is on the need of home markets 
in which home money perpetually can be 
exchanged for home-made goods or for 
home-grown produce. 

With this hard lesson ground into us 
day by day, it goes without saying that 
there will soon be @ line of division in 
this country which will array millions of 
voters against a few hundred thousand 
Shylocks and their henchmen and hire- 
lings. 

The era of good times cannot long be 
delayed. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


George W. McMillion, of Friar’s Hill, W, 
Va., is famous in that state for his wonder- 
ful memory. He is forty years old, and, it 
is said, remembers all he ever knew or 
read. He can recite the names, birthdays, 
hour of death, majorities and details of the 
lives of all the presidents in regular order; 
can name all the horses in his neighborhood; 
can recite poems of 3,000 words without 
missing a word; can recount the details of 
every visit he has made in his life; can 
name all the persons he has met within two 
weeks, and every word each of them has 
said to him, and can quote entire chap- 
ters of the Bible. He is very eccentric in 
many respects, sleeping in the woods and 
often going for weeks without washing his 
face, One of his most interesting feats is 
the repetition of every word of a marriage 
ceremony which he heard when he was 
twenty-one, and which united a girl who 


was his sweetheart to another man, It 


is said that this ceremony was the first 
thing he ever tried to remember, and that 
the circumstances surrounding ft are the 
cause of his peculiar habits. Since then he 
has given no attention to his personal ap- 
pearance and cares for nothing but culti- 
vating his memory. 


The question as to what constitutes @ 
domestic animal and what is meant by the 
term wild beast is becoming more and more 
complicated, For while, on the one hand 
the supreme court of Maryland has recently 
decided that the cat is a wild animal with- 
in the meaning of the law, the supreme 
court of appea] in France has just issued 
a decree to the effect that a wild bull is a 
dcmestic animal. This remarkable decision 
has been rendered in connection with the 
question as to the illegality of pull fighting, 
which has hitherto been quite as much of a 
naticnal pastime in the south of France as 
in Spain and Portugal, Inasmuch as the 
court has now, once and for all, determined 
that bull fighting is contrary to law, and, 
therefore, criminal, no one need complain 
of this interpretation of the code, except 
tor the precedent that it affords of trans- 
fcrming wild beasts into domestic pets by 
legal procedure instead of by ordinary 
methods of tamirg. 


The south is slowly going back to tne 
condition where it will raise its own food 
products and not be dependent on the west. 
Before the war the southern people raised 
most of the corn they consumed, but after 
the war they devoted all their land to cot- 
ton growing, because that was the crop 
which they could mortgage before it was 
even planted. In 1860 the south had 10,000,000 
population and raised 358,000,000 bushels of 
corn. In 189 the south had a population 
of 20,000,00 and raised 483,000,000 bushels of 
corn. This section will have to increase 
this production by more than 200,000, 000 
bushels annually to have the same propor- 
tion it had in 1860.

News, Purchasing agents swarm all over 
the cotton belt, and there is hardly a ship- 
ping point in the interior of any importance 
whatsoever where one cannot obtain 
through bills of lading to Havre, Liverpool, 
or Bremen as advantageously as in New 
Orleans. 


Springfield Republican, rep.: This southern 
trip of the mercantile committee of our 
legislature, to investigate the causes which 
have led to the locating of Massachusetts 
textile factories in the south, will not pro- 
duce any startling results, Its members 
could have learned quite as much at home 
by making use of the mails and of informa-

report will not exhibit any bias in favor 
of the south, Its conclusions from the facts 
brought to its Knowledge during its visit 
will be awaited with interest both in the 
south and in New England.

Agree with Lawyer Moore. 


STRONGLY DISAPPROVE HIS SENTIMENTS 


The Attorney Js Silent Regarding His Let- 
ter, and Says He W1ll Makea State- 
mentat the Right Time. 


Atlanta citizens of northern birth do not 
agree with the views expressed in the let- 
ter of Frank F. Moore, the attorney who 
wrote to a gentleman in Indiana in a strain 
that was decidedly uncompiimentary to 
Georgia and Georgians. 

A number representative of this class 
yesterday expressed strong  disapprov- 
al of the sentiments of Moore’s letter, and 
Said that they felt ag much at home in the 
south as in the place of their birth. 

Lawyer Moore was not disposed to talk 
about the matter at all, He was not pleas- 
ed that it had got into print, and said that 
when he got a full copy of the letter he 
would have something to say. He said he 
thought the man to whom the letter was 
written was a former friend who lived in 
the same town in which he had lived in 
Indiana. He has been here a year and @ 
half, and from his remarks does not wholly 
approve of this state. He said that an in- 
diana friend of his who had come down 
here to gQ into business had “got stuck,” 
and had to go back to his old home. 

Mr. Moore was asked if he had been 
shown any incivility or inhospitality by 
sOuthern people, 

Zz refuse to answer that question,’ he 
Said; ‘1 will make my showing in full time, 
I want to get a full copy of that letter. I 
can present affidavits if necessary.’’ 

Lawyer Moore declined to say whether he 
had been shown any uncivi] treatment, but 
intimated that friends of his had, He said 
he had large interests in Georgia. 
‘1 don’t want to make any statement now,” 
he said. 

The letter which Attorney Moore wrote 
Was again heard from yesterday. Mr, Joe 
Cunningham, of Cunningham & Utter, of 
Lafayette, Ind. wrote to ex-Governor 
Northen two weeks ago, enclosing extracts 
from the letter—the same as printed in yes- 
terday’s paper, Mr. Cunningham said it 
was useless to try to get people to come to 
Georgia when such letters as Moore’s were 
being sent out, He said that Mr. J. A. 
Royal, of Dayton, Ind., had a carload of 
his belongings loade@ ready to be shipped 
when he received Moore's letter, and decid- 
ed not to come to this state. Cunningham 
said that he had traveled extensively in this 
State, and had taken pains to strongly deny 
the statements contained in the letter, 

When he received Cunningham's letter, 
Governor Northen, who was interested in 
inducing Royal to locate in Georgia, wrote 
the following note to Mr. Moore: 

“Mr, Moore: Dear Sir—I am in receipt of 
information that you are doing what may 
be within your power to keep peopie from 
the west from settling in this state, through 
representations based upon what you in- 
sist is the inhospitality and bad character 
of our people, I would be glad to know if 
this 18 true, and upon what you base your 
statements. My own information is that 
we have hundreds of people from the north 
and west living in this city and scattered 
throughout this state, who are thoroughly 
well pleased, not only with the natural con- 
ditions of the state, but with the warm- 
hearted, hospitable character of our people, 
If you have information to the contrary lL 
shall be pleased to know from what source 
you get your information. Truly, etc.,

Governor Northen received this 
from Attorney Moore: 

“My Dear Sir: I am in recei

through that firm. I r y 
this assumption answer your letter on

cline either to affirm or deny its insinuat- 
ing matter. I claim the right to remain out 
of all gossip controversies until I am as- 
sured that the tale-bearer is worthy of 
some respect and belief. I do not know 
your informer. If he is honorable, I ought 
to deny his statements; if he is not you 
Ought not to regard what he says long 
enough to commit it to paper and the post. 
I cannot assume that a tattler is reliable— 
the presumption is the other way. 

If you will kindly do what you request 
me to do, namely, furnish me the source 
of ‘your information’ with a testimonial 
that it is ordinarily trustworthy, (your 
statement on this point will be ample) 
we will then have taken the correct 
step toward the source of this calumny. I 
shall take care of the rest. 

“T own 118,520 acres of land in Georgia, 
and hope either to colonize part of it or 
sell it all. Now, I leave it to you to de. 
cide whether such conduct as your letter 
imputes to me is consistent with this fact. 
A man with the ‘power to keep people 
from the west from settling in this state’ 
ought to be credited with having a little 
sense. 

“T will go further and say that the letter 
I am replying to is the only inhospitable 
treatment I have ever received in the 
state of Georgia—the sole incivility even. 
If I wished to make a point on this ques- 
tion I should want nothing better than 
this letter. I am, dear sir, very truly 
yours, FRANK F. MOORE. 

“Atlanta, Ga., February 27th.”’ 

To this letter Governor Northen made 
this response: 

“Mr. Frank F. Moore, Dear Sir: My let- 
ter to you was based upon a direct state- 
ment from a party in Indiana, who is re- 
ported to me to be an honorable man. 
Since ygu pronounce his statements a ca- 
lumny, and say of the author, ‘if he is 
honorable I ought to deny his statements,’ 
I have sufficient reason to believe that you 
have not made the statements that have 
reached me, and I do not think it neces- 
sary for you to make further denial. 

“As this was a matter of interest to me 
personally as a citizen of the state, and 
because of my business connections; and 
as the matter came directly in connection 
with my own affair, I determined to learn 
the authority for the statements reported 
to me. 

“TI am glad to know that you have had 
no ‘incivility’ offered to you as a resident 
of this state greater than the inquiry made 
in my letter to which you have replied. 
Yours, etc., W. J. NORTHEN.” 

General Lewis on the Letter. 

General James R. Lewis smiled when he 
was asked what he thought of the letter 
yesterday. 

“Why,” he said, “I have not found it 
necessary to surrender a single opinion 
or conviction since I have been in Atlanta, 
and I have lived here many years. Geor- 
gians may not agree with my political 
views, but I go to the Capital City Club, 
where you may meet the typical and repre- 
sentative southerners, and discuss with 
them the political issues of the day. We 
talk in a friendly, social way. I do not 
give up my convictions and ask no man to 
vive up his. 

“Aas to the future of the south—it is no 
longer a question for discussion. Its great 
advantages are well known to the country. 
I meet in Chicago, Boston and New York 
men of wealth and capital who are greatly 
interested in the future cf this section. 
They believe in it and are glad to see it 
become mighty and prosperous," 

Mr. Atkinson Feels at Home. 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson, a prominent young 
Atlantian who came here from Masgachu- 
setts, said that he did not think the letter 
called for any answer. 

“I feel more at home in Atlanta,”’ said 
he, “than I do anywhere else. 

“The south is more American than any 
other section of the United States. There 
are fewer people of foreign birth here and 
the people here always give the strangce 
cordial and hospitable greeting. I have act 
met with, seen or heard of such treatment 
as is complained of. If a man has to sur- 
render his opinions I have not found it out 
in a dozen years here. I have met with no 
incivility, inhospitality or intolerance. I 
like the south and its people, and of its 
future too much cannot be said. I don’t

like to put myself in the attitude of taking 


notice of such gtatements regarding the 
south, as answer is not necessary.” — 
L. B. Nelson on the south. 

Mr. L. B. Nelson said, concerning the 
Moore letter: 

“I have read what purported to be ex- 
tracts from a letter said to have been 
written by one F. F. Moore, of Atlanta, Gg. 
These extracts indicste a letter so bitter 
and unreasonable that it seems to me 
folly to answer it. 

“My own experience in Georgia has 
made stronger an opinion formed many 
years ago that human nature is much the 
Same the world over. I have lived here 
more than thirteen years; have been treated 
well---quite as well, no doubt, as I deserved. 
Perhaps my failure to find evidences of war 
still going on was because I did not come 
with my war paint on, and my quills stick- 
ing is every direction, with a chip always 
on my own shoulder. Unreasonable people 
are found in all states and localities---people 
with prejudices for and against any local- 
ity, even paradise. 

‘‘Those who desire to settle in a new home 
should investigate carefully, examine s0 
far as possible for themselves; not take as 
absolute truth any statement of any per- 
son which is fulsome in its praise or unrea- 
sonable in its condemnation of any given 
locality.’’ 

Mr. Runnette on the South. 


Mr. Charles Runnette, cashier of the Fi- 
delity Trust and Banking Company, ¢xX- 
pressed his views in a decidedly emphatic 
manner. He said that he had read the ar- 
ticle in The Constitution in which portions 
of Lawyer Moore's letter were printed. 

“IT think, to begin with,’’ said Mr. Run- 
nette, “that such letters should not be giv- 
en any weight or consideration and should 
be left without publicity, 1 understand that 
the writer is a northern man, and I am 
very sorry, if it should be true. I am from 
the north, but I hold in mind no such divis- 
ions as north and soutna. 

“TI have lived in Atlanta three years, and 
have been treated as cordially, as well, and 
as honestly as I ever was in any section in 
which I have lived, I am doing all 1 can 
to get friends in the north to come south 
and invest their money, for it is the coming 
section. There are some people, however, 
who would have to take their neighbors 
with them, This is true only because of the 
man, If a man comes south with the in- 
tention of working in it and for its inter- 
est, as well as his own, he can have no 
cause to complain, Such conditions as 
those named in the letter do not exist in 
Atlanta, I am sure, and I do not believe 
that they exist elsewhere.” 

Mr. Wey Disagrees. 

Mr. H. B. Wey, of Dobbs, Wey & Co., is 
a northerner, and has been in the south for 
nearly ten years. His partner, Mr. Dobbs, 
is a southern man—born anid raised in Geor- 
gia. 

“Tl read the article,”” said Mr. Wey, y®s- 
teday morning, “I know nothing of the 
writer. What he states, howeyer, as con- 
ditions that now exist in the south, is not 
correct in a single detail. I am a north- 
erner, but the south has been my home for 

nine years, Probably the best friends 1 
have ever had are the men with whom I as- 
sociate every day in this city. 4 never met 
with anything that could be even distorted 
so as to make such utterances in the letter 
seem true.”’ 

Considers Himself a Southerner. 

Mr. Charles H. Willcox, speaking of Mr, 
Moore’s letter, said: “It seems to me that 
it would be well to suspend judgment until 
a full and correct copy of Mr, Moore's let- 
ter is forthcoming, and which he has prom- 
ised to give to the public. 

“So far as southern people are concerned, 
I consider myself one of them, although I 
was born in Philadelphia, I have never been 
treated otherwise than a gentleman has 
a right to expect, whether he comes from 
Pennsylvania, Indiana or Georgia.” 

What Mr. Miles Says. 

Mr. William B. Miles, of Miles & Stiff, 
who is a northerner, said that he read the 
article with much astonishment. 

“There is nothing in such talk,” said Mr. 
Miles. ‘‘A man is well treated in the south 
if he bears himself properly. Im fact, a 
great deal depends upi.n the man. A south- 
ern man would be just as well treated 
north as northern men south, I have, in- 
stead of ground for complaint,cause for con- 
gratulation in the fact that 1 am now @ 
southern man.”’ 

He Loves the South. 

The following communication from Mr. 
S. J. Hall, a well-known young attorney 
in Atlanta, speaks for itself. Mr. Hall 
came here from Minnesota about two years 
ago, since which time he has been engaged 
in the office of Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell. He has made many warm 
friends in “Atlanta during his residence 
here, and his cordial words about the 
south are spoken from the heart. He 
writes as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., March 13, 1895.—Editor Con- 
stitution: I was not only surprised, but 
greatly mortified to read in the columns 
of your paper of this morning’s issue a 
very harsh and unjust criticism of the 
south and her people, [written by an At- 
lanta lawyer who is said to be a native 
of the north. Being a northern man my- 
self, I feel that to pass such a letter by 
unnoticed would be to sanction its senti- 
ments, which do the people of the north 
a greater injustice than the people of the 
south. I wish to assure you that this letter 
by no means expresses the sentiments of 
the average northern man who has visited 
the south. The author of the criticism is 
greatly in error in his statement as to the 
veracity and magnanimity of the southern 
people, and it pains me greatly to hear 
any man, and more especially one from 
the north, express himself in such terms 
of the southern people, many of whom are 
my dearest and nearest friends. 

I came here from the north less than 
two years ago, a perfect stranger to cvery- 
body in the city of Atlanta, as well as in 
Georgia. I brought with me neither wealth 
nor influence, and I found here among the 
southern people some of the warmest and 
truest hearts that ever beat in mortal 
breasts. I was taken in, a perfect stranger, 
and treated as a friend, without a recom- 
mendation from any one save myself. TI 


was given a position with a law firm in 


this city, which has enabled me to make 
a good living for myself and family ever 
since. From that good time until this, the 
people of the south have been warm friends 
of mine instead of strangers. The letter 
written by my friend from the north, 
and all such letters, only tend to embit. 
ter the nort against the. south, and can 
but make the south feel that the people 
of the north are an ungrateful and coarse 
set of people. They leave the wrong im- 
pression on the minds of the people both 
north and south, and do more harm to all 
honest and industrious people than the 
bloody knife of the assassin. I am proud 
to say that I am from the north, as every 
man should feel proud of his native state, 
but € must say that never in the _welve 
states I have visited. north, west and 
sdéuth, have I ever met with a more gsin- 
cere, honest and social people than the 
genuine Georgia cracker. I know of no 
place where an honest, energetic man, 
even though a atranger, will be more read- 
ily received and more kindly treated than 
in the city of Atlanta.

He Worked Through the Express Com- 
pany,and Had the Packages Ship- 
ped to South Georgia. 


A diamond robbery to which Atlanta 
jewelers fell victims to the amount of 
$3,000 was discovered yesterday. 

The steal was maneuvered in a bold 
way. It was the work of a professional 
crook. He fixed his plans well. He was 
in a small town in south Georgia, where 
he opened up correspondence with the A. 
L. Delkin Company and Stilson & Collins, 
the Whitehall street jewelers. He 
gave the name of a prominent merchant 
of the place and ordered from each jeweler 
a large supply of glittering gems to select 
from, 

The samples were promptly sent and 
duly received by the crook, who scooped 
the stones and skipped by the next train. 
In which direction he went, whether to 
Savannah, from Midville, the place where 
the steal was operated, and then to New 
York by steamer, or whether he got away 
through Macon and Atlanta, is not known. 
The officers of the Southern Express Com- 
pany are already on the alert and the de. 
tectives of the different cities have been 
notified. 

How the Order Came. 

It was last Friday that a letter came to 
Delkin postmarked “Swainsboro, Ga.” It 
was written in a neat business hand and 
the letterhead, too, was in good shape. 
The communication was signed “J. C. 
Coleman,” the same name that adorned 
the top of the page. The letter asked that 
a supply of diamond rings be sent, as the 
firm was going to buy a supply and wished 
a large and varied assortment to select 
from. 

At the same time a similar letter was re- 
ceived by Mr. F. J. Stilson.The same sig- 
nature was there and it ca.ried the same 
request, except that it called for 4 num- 
ber of gold watches in addition to the dia- 
mond rings. 

Neither of the merchants had ever dealt 
with j§ Coleman. He was a new man 
to them, but Bradstreet was con. 
venient and they looked up his standing 
financially. There was no trouble in find- 
ing the name. J. C. Coleman, jeweler, 
Swainsboro, Ga., was there and he was 
rated at $175,000. Neither jeweler, of 
course, at that time knew that the other 
had received an order. 

Bexed Off the Gems. 

Assured of the good credit of the firin the 
merchants did not hesitate to consiter the 
order. Saturday morning Mr. Delkin se- 
lected a number of handsome rings. Some 
of them had been in stock only a day or two, 
and were of the latest designs, So, with 
great Care and pride, he buried them 
away in a box of red cotton, all ready for 
shipment, and put them off through the 
Southern Express Company. 

Likewise, Mr. Stilson, with the prospect of 
a good trade in view, boxed up a number of 
gold watches and diamonds. These got off

New York, March 13.—Cotton today was 
very nervous and variable. The Liverpool 
report. Was very disappointing, and the 
opening was at a decline of 5 or 6 points. 
The first sales of May were at 5.85, and a 
sharp rise followed, in which May advanced 
to 5.96. This was the highest price. The 
fluctuations during the rest of the day were 
frequent and rapid. In the last hour the 
market became weak and May declined to 
5.84, but there was a slight rally at the 
close, which was steady, with 5.86 bid for 
May. The bulls have been much discour- 
aged at the accounts which come from 
the south of enormous sales of fertilizers 
during the last few days. Tf the cotton 
growers are going to plant for another big 
crop, the bears are likely to have their 
own way with prices during the coming 
season. Many shrewd traders expect a re- 
action from the recent advance. 


Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 13,—Summary Hubbard, 
Price & Co:’s cotton letter: An active mar- 
ket today is the result of conflicting advices 
received here from the south as to the 
probability of a reduction in acreage. The 
belief has been created that the acreage 
will not be as much reduced as was thought 
probable when cotton was selling at tec a 
pound lower, and many commission houses 
are in receipts of telegrams from the south 
stating that there will be little or no re- 
duction. Our cables from Liverpool tell us 
that that market was adversely affectéd 
by the receipt of advices similar to those 
referred to above, and the response in 
that market to the advance here was 
not qual to expectations, Our opening was 
somewhat lower, but the market soon de- 
veloped unusual strength and advanced 
quickly to the best prices of yesterday, 
from which point there was a sharp re- 
action caused by having offerings by 
prominent operators identified with the 
short side, A reaction at the close of busi- 
ness was due to the pressure to liquidate 
cotton and large sales by those who have 
for’ some time past been looking for a 
break in the market on account of the 
heavy movement, The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the cotton in New York is held 
in very strong hands and does not yet 
show signs of being liquidated. 


Henry Clews on Cotton. 


The following private wire telegram was 
received by Mr. J. C. Kn«x, manager, yes- 
terday: ‘‘New York, March 13.—Henry 
Clews says: ‘I am a believer in much niguer 
prices for cotton, People are buying now 
wlio never bought before and inquiries 
come in every five minutes about the course 
of the market. People are taking courage. 
Everything that is a bargain is going to. be 
abscrbed, and cotton is one of them, They 
sre going to buy ahead. This splrit is grow- 
ing, because thus far buying has only been 
from hand to mouth. Present prices are 
low enough, and there need be no fear_even 
if the next crop is a.large one. All advices 
that I have received go to show that the 
ccming crop of cotton will be restricted 
and more time given to other crops.

The Bull Campaign in Wheat Ends in 
Defeat. 


Chicago, I11,, March 13.—The bull campaign 
on wheat came to an inglorious end today, 
at the close the victory bearing the marks 
of something very akin to defeat, It is 
true prices have not yet reached the pre- 
vious low level, but they are so close to it 
that there is nothing for holders to exult 
over, At the start there was a lingering 
mark of yesterday’s enthusiasm but the 
day was yet young when even that disap- 
peared, The crop damage reports were 
showered in from all directions, but they 
had not even a particle of effect. A weath- 
er bulletin predicting a cold wave over 
the winter wheat area during the next few 
days and higher Paris did help the market, 
but the slight benefit derived therefrom only 
furnished another advantage to short sellers 
and to those who felt disposed to liquidate. 
May wheat opened from 37 to 56%c, declined 
to 56c, and closed at 564%4@56%c under yester- 
terday, Cash wheat during the changing 
hands of sample lots was easy and %%c 
per bushel lower. 

The remaining longs in corn liquidated 
today, and then deserted the market, 
leaving the pit to the devices of the scalpers 
who thereatter made the best of the situa- 
tion, taking wheat as the basis of action, 
From a steady opening there was an unin- 
terrupted, gradual decline in prices with 
the business presenting little in the way 
of activity or attractiveness. May corn 
opened from 46% to 465%c, declined to 45%c, 
closing at 45%c@45%4c—%@ige below the final 
quotations of yesterday, Cash corn was 
about steady, sugar refiners taking the 
offerings of car lots at full prices. 

Oats—About the same conditions existed 
in oats as have been referred’ to continuous- 
ly for.a long time past. The trade in this 
grain is looking for some catching opera- 
tions to take place, the Oatmeal trust own- 
ing a big line in May, which will likely be 
transferred into July at no distant day. 
May closed 4ec under yesterday, the decline 
coming through the weakness of wheat 
and corn, Cash oats sold at steady prices, 
the nominal close being steady. 

Provisions—No greater agitation occurred 
in product at the opening or for some time 
subsequent thereto, but when the session

The Taxation of Noten. 

Editor Constitution—Won't you inform me 
nnd your many other subscribers in regard 
to the following? 

On Marvh 1, 1894, I sold a piece of prop- 
erty valued at $6,000 and received notes for 
the same. The notes were dated March ist 
and the transfer was made March let. The 
purchaser paid texes on the property for 
the year 1894, as he considered it his. I did 
not give in the 36,000 of purchase money 
notes when I gave tn my taxes, although 
the tax list enumerates among other things, 
“good notes on hand,’ ete. I went on 
the principle that to give in this $,000 
worth of notes, where the original pur- 
chaser was paying tax on the property for 
which they were given, created a fictitious 
value. I have been told by a great many 
different people who deal in real estate 
that this custom prevails. What I desire 
to know is this: Does a strict compliance 
with the spirit or letter of the law require 
me to pay tax on these notes? Also would 
I be debarred from taking the registration 
oath unless J] palfd this special tax on 
these notes? Your answer will oblige a 
special friend of The Constitution. 

SUBSCRIBER. 

A strict compliance with the law of the 
State of Geergia would require tax to be 
paid on the notes mentioned. The egndition 
mentioned in your Inquiry apparently sug- 
gests inequity and hardship in our system 
of taxation. 

If we are correctly informed a bill was 
introduced in the Georgia legislature some 
three or four years ago providing for the 
exemption from taxation of notes represent- 
ing property upon which taxes had already 
been paid, but the bill failed to become a 
law. 

Under a strict application of the law, as it 
now stands, conditions can prevail requiring 
payment several times over upon the same 
real property. For instance, A pays taxes 
on a tract of land; he borrows money on 
the land, giving notes therefor to B, who 
must pay taxes upon the notes. A sells the 
land to C, subject to the mortgage, giving 
bond for title and taking notes for the de- 
ferred payments; A must pay taxes upon 
these notes also. C sells his bond for title 
to DD, taking notes in payment of the same: 
( must pay taxes upon these notes, and 
so on ad infinitum. 

In addition A would also be required to 
ray taxes upon the money received as the 
result of the mortgage to B. In the above 
illustration four separate payments of taxes 
were made, all based originally upon the 
same tract of land. 

While this condition apnarently suggests 
inequity, it would be difficult to arrange a 
system of taxation on any other basis. 
Property is necessarily divided into two 
classes—first, real, tangible property, classi- 
fied here for convenience as com.- 
modities; and, second, tokens by 
which real property is represented in 
commerce, If taxes were based only upon 
the first class of property, the tax rate 
would be much larger than it is now, as a 
certain amount of revenue must be raised 
by taxation to meet the expenses of the 
sovernment. The present system of taxa- 
tion, by embracing the second class of 
property, raises the same amount of reve- 
nue at a much less tax rate. A large pro- 
portion of the property used in commece 
beldngs to the second classification. 

Notes are given in payment of purchases, 
loans, or for services or other considera- 
tion rendered. Such notes constitute prop- 
erty and have a value of their own inde- 
pendent of the consideration for which they 
were issued. It would be impracticable and 
probably unconstitutional to tax notes 
given for other considerations, and exempt 
notés given for the purchase of land. 


Street Lines and Publie Policy. 

Editor Constitution—I have ng interest in 
any street railway in the city, and am in 
no way connected with any. I am very 
greatly interested; as every citizen is, in 
having a good and rapid street car sere 
vice. 

I am sure the members of the city council 
are honest in theit view that the more car 
lines the better the public will be served; 
that it will add new industries and new 
properties for taxalign; that it is competl- 
tion, etc. 

The position is wrong, and cannot be 
sustained. My reasons are as follows: lt. 
It is folly to add new car Hines when the old 
ones do not pay; it is foily to build new 
industries when the old ones do not pros- 
per. It is folly to encourage competition 
when there is not businesS enough to sus- 
tain the first institution. 

There are more street car lines and more 
mileage in the city than can be sustained 
by the public travel. There is a car line on 
almost every street of any importance in 
the city. There are parallel lines on both 
sides within three blocks of almost every 
main street in the city. How can these 
lires be operated to give anything like 
rapid service? We want a five-minute 
schedule on every main street. No roa 
can give it when its cars run empty. They 
are bound to run empty with as many car 
lines as we now have. 

lt is better to have a car line a block 
away from your home, with a five-minute 
schedule, than to have a line in front of 
your door with a twenty-minute schedule. 

2. Many of the street railway companies 
seeking franchises are not doing it so much 
for public traffic as to develop suburban 
land. We now have enough of that; it is 
surely time to call a halt. This course has 
already greatly injured city and suburban 
property both. 

If any of the members of the city councll 
think they voice public opinion in granting 
permissions to these car lines to enter the 
city they will find out they are in error. 
We want rapid transit—increasing the num- 
ber of street railways will not give it, but 
delay it. We-rather prefer that the ser- 
vice on some streets be discontinued in or- 
der to increase the traffic on others, there- 
by forcing the use of more cars. If we 
had only half the street car mileage we 
now have there would be a five-minute 
schedule, where we now have a twenty- 
minute schedule, As a citizen alive to 
progress and the best interests of the city, 
I ask the business men of the city council 
to consider this without prejudice, but as 
safe men seeking to do the best thing for 
the public good. Respectfully,

The home as contemplated will 
be of the finest Georgia marble and will be 
equipped in the most complete style of 
modern architecture. 

Mr. Neal and Mr. Black, the projectors of 
the plan, were in the city hall yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of laying their 
plans and ideas before the committee on 
Public buildings and grounds, but, as the 
full committee was not present, the propo- 
Sition was not submitted. Mr. Harralson, 
the second member of the committee, how- 
ever, was in the hall, and with him the gen- 
tlemen talked of the matter. It was a 
Pleasant and good Plan to Mr. Harral- 
son’s mind that they presented, but Mr. 
Harralson did not feel disposed to entertain 
anything like a formal talk from the gen- 
tlemen in the absence of the other mem- 
bers of the committee. However, there was 
an informal talk, and in that talk it was 
shown tHat the gentlemen associated with 
Mr. Neal were willing to invest money in 
a magnificent building to be used as a city 
hall for a term of years to be agreed upon 
by the city council and the promoters of 
the plan. 

The building site is on the corner’ of 
Houston and Pryor Streets, on what is 
Known as the Handy lot. That lot is one of 
the finest and most desirable in the city, 
and is one of the largest in the heart of the 
city. 

On it the gentlemen are willing to erect a 
magnificent marble building fronting the 
two streets 100 feet each. The building will 
be five stories high, and will be one of the 
most complete in the south if the gentlemen 
and the general council can come to terms. 
The terms of their proposition they will 
not make public. 

After finding that the committee could not 
entertain a proposition, the gentlemen de- 
clined to discuss the matter, saying it would 
be submitted to the general council the 
next meeting. 


SALE -OF THE NORTHEASTERN. 


Governor Atkinson Has Prepared the 
Advertisement for the Sale. 

The governor has prepared the advertise- 
ment for the sale of the Northeastern rail- 
way. 

Under its terms, the sale of the road will 
take place in Athens, on Tuesday, April 
i6th, between the hours of 10 o’clock in ‘the 
morning and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The order describes the property as fol- 
lows: 

“The line of railroad known as the North- 
eastern railroad, extending from Athens, 
Clarke county, Georgia, to Lula, Hall coun- 
ty, a distance, of thirty-nine and four- 
tenths miles, and about two miles of side 
track on the main line of the road, to- 
gether with the franchises, equipments and 
other property of said company connected 
with said road, consisting of its roadbed, 
superstructure, right of way, motive power, 
rolling stock, depots, freight and section 
houses, shops, town and city lots, grounds, 
furniture, machinery, tools, etc., a full and 
complete inventory of which is on file at 
the executive office.’’ 

The terms are stated this way: 

“Terms cash, or, if the purchaser prefers, 
$50,000 cash; $50,000 January 1, 1896, and the 
remainder July 1, 1896, with interest on the 
deferred payments from the day of sale, 
at 7 per cent per annum; the purchaser 
having the option to pay the remainder due 
July 1, 1896, in cash or in the legal and valia 
bonds of the state, issued under the act of 
1876, and maturing July 1, 1896. In the event 
the purchaser chooses to make payment 
by installments, as suggested, the governor 
will enter into an agreement to make deed 
upon said payments being met at maturity; 
and in the event these deferred payments, 
or any of them, are not met at maturity the 
governor will be authorized and empowered 
to take possession of the property, to re- 
sell in his discretion at the purchaser's 
risk, it being expressly understood that 
the governor does not part with any title 
or lien which the governor or the state 
has upon this property, or any part of it 
until the purchase money is paid in full. 

“The right is reserved to the state to bid 
for this property at the sale to the extent 
of the bonded indebtedness of the company, 
upon which the state is endorser; that is, 
the sum of $260,000 and accrued interest.”

Awarded the Decision in the Contest 
with “Shadow” Maber. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 13.—Charles, bet- 
ter known as “Kid,” McCoy was tonight

TRYING TO BREAK A WILL. 


Relatives of George W. Dye Are Still 
Fighting for His Property. 
Elberton, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)—The 
George W. Dye will case, probably the most 
important case ever tried in Elbert, is now 
on trial.

|CHICKAMAUGA PARK. 


Commissioner Fullerton Tells of the Work 
That Is Now Going On. 


SIX THOUSAND ACRES OF LAND IN IT 


v 
A Millionanda Half Dollars &xpended in 
Beautilying the Grounds — Monu- 
ments to Fallen Heroes Erected. 


Chairman J. L. Fullerton, of the Chicka- 
maugua park commission, appointed by the 
national government, was in Atlanta yes- 
terday. 

He came down from Chickamaugua to at- 
tend to some legal business in the United 
States court here pertaining to the park, 

Commissioner Fullerton is at the head of 
the great movement, started within the past 
few years to establish a grand national 
park of rare beauty and splendor on the 
field where one of the most frightful and 
deadly battles of the war between the 
states was fought during the trying days of 
the sixties. 

He is an aged gentleman with hair as 
white as the snows of winter, but has won- 
derful vigor and vitality for one of his 
years, and has devoted his every energy to- 
wards making the movement a grand suc- 
cess, 

Little seems to be known even in this re- 
gion, so close to the historic spot, of the 
great work of transformation that has 
been going on there for the past two years. 

It will doubtless be surprising to the av- 
erage citizen of Georgia to know that near- 
ly a million and a half dollars will soon 
have been spent on the park that is to be 
opened at Chickamaugua in the early days 
of the coming fall. 

The national government appropriated 
three-quarters of a million dollars for the 
establishment of a park there. The pur- 
pose was to lay out the grounds and estab- 
lish driveways and graded roads through 
the six thousand acres that were engaged 
for the park, . 

Then, the several states whose armies 
were most interested in the fight on this 
historic spot have contributed liberally to 
the movement, 

The state of Ohio gave $92,000. 

Illinois gave $57,000, 

Missouri, a state which had but a few 
soldiers there, has given by legislative en- 
actment $5,000 so late as last Saturday to 
the movement, and there will, in the end, 
be considerably more than a million dollars 
spent there in beautifying the grounds and 
making the park all that it ought 
to be as a monument to the 
bravery and gallantry of the two armies 
that met there with such gq frightful clash 
in the stormy days of civil strife. 

The establishment of this park is no sec- 
tional movement, for states in the south 
and the north alike are jnterested in the 
movement, and there will be thousands— 
hundreds of thousands—of @ldiers and chil- 
dren of soldiers on the grounds when the 
day draws nigh for the opening this fall. 

“Yes, you would be amazed at the work 
that has been carried on there the past few 
months,” said Commissioner Fullerton to 
The Constitution last night. 

“More than six thousand acres of land 
have been laid out for park purposes and 
is being beautified with the ‘opening of 
wagon roads and handsome drives, the sod- 
ding of lawns and grading of terraces. In 
addition .to this there are handsome monu- 
ments and pyramids being erected here and 
there about the place. 

“There were four commanders of bric- 
ades killed at the battle of Chickamauga 
and on the spots where each of them laid 
down his life there is being a handsome 
and appropriate monument erected to his 
memory. 

“When the work is completed Chickamau- 
ga park will be an honor to the patriotism 
of both sections, and will be & fitting memo- 
‘ial of the fiercest conflict of tis part of 
he great battle arena of the country dur- 
ing the civil strife.”

The Case Against ‘Kid’ Peterson Will 
Be Disposed of This Week. 


CHARGED WITH WORKING THE FLIMFLAM 


Anne Searcy Will Be Tried Saturday for 
Receiving Stolen Goods — Civil 
Court Is in Seasion. 


Yesterday morning Solicitor Thomas, of 
the, city court, drew up the accusation 
against ‘“‘Kid’’ Peterson, alias Harry Ray- 
mond, whose light indigg orbs have been 
referred to many times, and the ‘“Blue- 
eyed One’’ will probably be tried Saturday 
morning before Judge Westmoreland, 

Peterson-Raymond was first brought into 
notoriety in Atlanta by being arrested for 
his alleged connection with a gang of 
crooks, He was held in jail several days 
and finally released, as there could be no 
charge stirred up against him. 

But the young man was not fated to live 
an uneventful life, and it was not long. be- 
fore he was in the clutches of the law. This 
time he is charged with flim-flamming a 
Decatur street merchant, He was arrested 
in company with Will Goss, who was able 
to give bond, while Peterson-Raymond went 
to jail. 

The flim-flag game, according to the mer- 
chant, was a unique and puzzling one, and 
is a system which reflects a great deal of 
credit on Peterson-Raymond’s ability as @ 
mathematician. In fact, as it is described 
by the merchant, it would not have been at 
all wonderful if Goss and Peterson-Ray- 
mond had not quit a dollar loser. It seems 
that Goss and Peterson-Raymond went into 
tne Decatur street store and invested 0 
cents, A two-dollar bill was handed the 
merchant, who gave back a silver dollar 
and 9 cents in change, 

Wait a minute,’’ exclaimed one of the 
pair, “my partner has 6 cents; give him a 
dcllar and keep your small :thange,”’ 

The dollar was handed to the partner, 

‘“Now,’’ continued the spokesman, “take 
this change,” (shoving it toward the mer- 
chant) 
bill.” 

Underthe mellifluously hypnotic influence 
of the seductive tones of the flim-flammer, 
according to the alleged victim, he gave 
them the money, just as they directed, and 
when they left found himself $1 short in 
cash. 

Peterson-Raymond and Goss were both 
bound over by Justice Bloodworth about 
two weeks ago. It is not likely that Goss’s 
case will be disposed of for sometime yet, 
as he is out on bond, 

The Story of Dr. Noble’s Chairs. 

Another case that will probably be dis- 
posed of Saturday is that of Annie Searcy, 
charged with receiving stolen goods, It ap- 
pears that about a year or more ago a num- 
ber of chairs were stolen from the front 
porch of Dr, G. H. Noble. Two negro men 
were arrested for thestheft, and were con- 
victed. William Maddox and Ed Edwards 
were the names of the two men, 

It afterwards ‘eveloped, according to the 
prosecution, that Annie Searcy received the 
chairs. YVhe negroes used a hack to bring 
them away from the residence of the own- 
er. They went to the house of Annie Sear- 
cy, it is charged, and she took possession of 
them, For various reasons the case has 
been postponed from time to time, but 
Judge Westmoreland has directed the de- 
fense to be ready for trial on Saturday.

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GRANT’S PLAN TO SEIZE DANA. 


Sun Editor Wanted in Washington for 


Libeling the Editor. 
From The Chicago Herald. 

This isn’t the first time the Washington 
courts have been after Mr, Dana. He was 
‘‘wanted’’ in Washington as far back as 
1873. Then the victim of the editor’s pen 
was President Grant, For weeks The Sun 
bristled with attacks on the president. Civil 
maladministration of the national govern- 
ment was bohily charged, The editor did not 
mince his words. Dana never Joes that. 
Convineed there was corruption in the con- 
duct of the nation’s affairs, he called Grant 
to account, He cared nothing that the man 
he was attacking was the chief executive of 
his country and the idol of the people, He 
had uncovered rottenness and he wanted 
the scamps turned out. So caustic did his 


comments become that Grant’s advisers 


declared he must be suppressed. 

And so in July, 1873, a plan was laid to 
seize Dana in New York city, take him to 
Washington and try him for libel in a police 
court without a jury. Application was made 
to the United States district court for a 
warrant of removal, but Judge Blatchford, 
later a justice of the United States supreme 


bench, rendered an opinion declaring the 
proposed form of trial to be unconstitutional 


and refused the warrant. 

Grant was not the only president to feel 
the sting of the editor’s lash and even the 
democratic leaders nave not escaped. P'«si- 
dent Cleveland is on The © ‘is list, ard no 
longer ago than last Ja iuary Mr. Dana de- 
voted a five-column editorial to a vitupera- 
tive attack on the present administratio., 

Mr. Dana’s attacks on oth* ed'tors Ifve 
often been very bitter. In 1892 The Sun dis- 
charged a broadside in the shape of a page 
article accusing The New Yor< Werld of 


manufacturing and printing bogus cable- 


grams, One of them purported to te an in- 
terview with Prince Bismarck, another was 
an interview with Schiaparelli, the Iiahan 
astronomer, and another an alleged iraud' 
in which the lord mayor of London was im- 


plicated. The Sun claimed none of the artt- 


cles were actually cabled to The World, ard 
flaunted an immense bulletia in the street

GATES. THE PROPEBT 


A Peculiar Character, Who Has Stirred 
Up the Prisoners in the dail. 


HE SAW THE END OF THE WORLD 


The Darkeys Are Greatly Excited, and 
Firmly Believein the Doctrines of 
the Queer Negro. 


Tho colored prisoners of Fulton county 
jail are in a state of wild religious excite- 
ment. They spend their days singing, pray- 
ing and listening to the lurid eloquence 
of a small darky, who preaches in a shrill, 
piping voice and proclaims himself a proph- 
et divinely inspired and commissioned to 
tell the people of his race of the future 
happiness awaiting them. 

The negro criminals are in an intense 
state of spiritual fervor. Most of them 
devoutly. believe that the world is coming to 
an end the Ist of June, and they are 
making ample preparation. “Gates, the 
prophet,’’ was placed in jail early in De- 
cember last. He was in the act of giving 
his wife a good drubbing one morning 
when Patrolman Petty interfered. As the 
policeman entered the house Gates seized 
an ax and drew back to chop down on 
the cranium of the intruder. Before the ax 
could fall Petty had drawn his pistol and 
put a ball through the arm that swung 
over him. 

When Gates recovered he was taken to 
jail. After several weeks’ confinement he 
gave evident signs of insanity. He was car- 
ried before the ordinary and adjudged in- 
sane. The mania of Gates took a peculiar 
turn. He declared himself a prophet and 
proceeded to prophesy, telling strange tales 
of future happenings and vurious events 
that will come to pass. 

Before Joe Dean was hanged the weird 
power of the prophet came forth in a 
startling way. He would advise daily with 
the murderer and hold prayer meeting, in 
which the other colored prisoners of the jail 
would take part. The malady of Gates has 
sharpened his mental faculties. He is nat- 
urally superior intellectually to anany of 
his race, and upon every other subject ex- 
cept that of religion is apparently rational. 
His daily talks to the darkies concern- 
jing their spfritual welfare have had a pecu- 
liar effect. He has gradually increased in 
importance until his word carries undisput- 
able weight. 

The prophet preaches that there is a spe- 
cial place of future abode reserved for the 
colored race, and that they are rapidly near- 
ing that heaven of happiness. This doc- 
trine is firmly planted in the belief of his 
followers. The prisoners—that part of them 
who have faith in the raving of Gates— 
were gathered at one end of the jail cor- 
ridor yesterday afternoon. The prophet 
was in their midst, and while they shoutéd 
and sang he lifted his Wwoice in itoud 
harangue, 

“What I say, my brothers, is de truf. 
I’se got it right here in my soul. De Lord, 
he tole it to me, and he tole me to tell 
it to you, and dat’s why I say dar’s 
gwine to be a mighty bustin’ up of things 
dis year. I’se done seen it wid dese eyes. 
I seen de famine an’ de pestilence, an’ I 
seed de po’ pople a-dyin’ an’ a-cryin’ 
ev'rywhar, an’ I heard de trumpet toot 
an’ all de graves flew open, same lac’ some- 
body done lifted de lids, an’ de white folks 
dey went one way an’ de black folks went 
de udder way. Dem black folks what wuz 
good wen’ right up in de sky, jes’ lac one uv 
dese here balloons, an’ dey go right straight 
on till dey gits to de garden of Paradise, 
what's done been saved for ‘em. Den day 
hab e’rything what dey wants to eat an’ 
drink, an’ all dey got to do is to reach 
outen dey hands an’ git it. 

“De en’ am ercomin’, an’ you'd better 
drap down on yer knees right here an’ give 
up dem sins what’s bin stickin’ to yer so 
long.’’ 

While the prophet was preaching the 
darkies swayed and shouted under the ex- 
citement. 

Gates has them worked up to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm, and they are all looking 
forward eagerly to the fulfillment of his 
prophecies. 


IN UNCLE SAM’S DOMAIN, 


The Grind of-.the Court and the Pro- 
eeedings of the Grand Jury. 


More than a dozen moonshiners were tried 
in the United States court yesterday morn- 
ing and ten of them were found guilty. 

The ctistom house was crowded with 
mountaineers and the place scarcely looked 
like itself, so quiet and peaceful has it 
been during the recess of the court. 

Quite a large number of female witnesses 
have been in attendance since court opened 
last Monday, A characteristic of the moun- 
taineer woman is a decidedly red tinge due 
to outdoor life and constant exposure to the 
sun. 

The grand jury has buckled down to busi- 
ness and every day a large number of true 
bills are returned. The jury meets at 10 
o’clock in the morning and adjourns at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon, It is made up 
of good business men who understand the 
methods of procedure and who lose no time 
in framing criminal prosecutions against the 
offenders. of the law. 

Colonel George L, Bell represented the dis- 
trict attorney before the grand jury yester- 
day and twenty-five true bills were returned 
against moonshiners, The jury will meet 
again this morning and also on Friday 
morning. The district attorney has a lot 
of business to bring before the body and it 
will take several weeks to dispose of it. 

For the next ten days the federal court 
will be occupied with the trial of moonshine 
cases, This will relieve the pressure on the 
jail and will reserve the more important 
cases for the last. The first of these that 
will be taken up by Judge Newman will 
be the célebrated Worley case, More than a 
dozen well known citizens of north Geor- 
gia are jointly indicted by the federal grand 
jury for the commission of this crime.
